Ten years on the front 
lines of an epidemic 


ay lobbyists and legislative staff members in Sacramento are 
asking the gay and lesbian community for help. A number of 
new bills have been introduced that can have great impact on 
gays and lesbians, and staffers are asking people to write let¬ 
ters to the appropriate legislators and to follow the bills through 
the legislative process. 

“Letters really do make a difference,” said Jennifer Richard, 
policy consultant to speaker Pro Tern Sheila Kuehl (D-Los An¬ 
geles). “People have been led to believe they should only write 
letters to their direct representatives, but that’s not the code. 

“When legislators speak from their offices they are represent¬ 
ing the interests of their districts, but when they are in commit¬ 
tee they are doing the state’s business and represent, the interests 
of all of the people in the state. That’s why it’s important to write 
committee members or the chair of committee in which your 
bill is being heard - they really do take those letters into consid-

T en years ago, hundreds of angry 
AIDS activists shocked and sur¬ 
prised corporate America by 
stopping trade at the New York 
Stock Exchange, targeting Bur- 
roughs-Wellcome over the price of 
AZT. ACT UP, the AIDS Coalition To 
Unleash Power, a grass-roots direct ac¬ 
tion movement, was born. Never be¬ 
fore had a patient advocacy group 
gone to such extremes 
in order to effect 
change. Never before 
had trading at the 
New York Stock Ex¬ 
change stopped cold. 

In San Francisco, people with 
AIDS mobilized as early as 1985, 


when the AIDS/ARC Vigil was begun. 
In 1988, a group of about 300 pro¬ 
testers marched 15 miles to the Bur- 
roughs-Wellcome office in 
Burlingame to protest the high cost of 
AZT. Some things never change. 

Later, the San Francisco chapter of 
ACT UP was born out of AIDS Ac¬ 
tion Pledge, a San Francisco direct ac¬ 
tion group, at about the same time as 
the New York Wall Street action. ACT 
UP/Golden Gate split from ACT 
UP/San Francisco in October 1990, in 
order to focus on treatment issues.

The festive party will honor the 
groundbreaking achievements of 
thousands of unpaid ACT UP activists 
throughout the world, and the historic 
explosion of chapters that literally be¬ 
came the “ACT UP phenomenon.” 

ACT UP/Golden Gate members 
promise a tasty spaghetti dinner buf¬ 
fet, prepared by local chefs, for a bar¬ 
gain donation of $10 per person. Area 
restaurants have also helped out by 
generously donating bottles of wine, 
glasses of which will be sold at Mon¬ 
day’s dinner. 

“The full-time, in-your-face vol¬ 
unteer group ... promises to leave

name ACT UP/San Francisco became 
defunct in 1994, and the individuals 
currently using that name have no af¬ 
filiation or working relationship with 
other ACT UP chapters. 

“Crash the Market,” a demonstra¬ 
tion commemorating the 1987 Wall 
Street action and ten years of the ACT 
UP movement, will take place Mon¬ 
day, March 23 in New York City. AIDS 
activists from across the country once 
again will risk arrest on W'all Street 
targeting the AIDS drug industry, in¬ 
cluding Glaxo-Wellcome. The 
demonstration is a symbolic action 
against the continued greed and prof¬ 
iteering of the AIDS industry. Billions 
of dollars have been made, tens of 
thousands have died. 

Although breakthroughs have 
been made in HIV treatment, the

There have been major advances 
in treatment of HIV. A larger 
number of medications are 
currently available for treatment 
and more are in development. 
However, there are still many 
questions to be answered. 

Even the experts have differing 
opinions as to the best way to 
use all of these new options. 

Currently, there are two 
schools of thought regarding 
antiretroviral treatment. 

Hit bard, bit early? 

One approach is to "hit hard, 
hit early." Because we now have 
new information about how 
quickly the HIV virus replicates 
(or reproduces itself) from the 
very outset of infection, some 
experts believe that treatment 
should begin as an attack with 
the most intensive therapy 
possible. They feel that 
eliminating as much of the 
virus as possible as quickly as 
possible is the most important 
consideration. 

...or develop a 
sequencing strategy? 

However, many other experts 
feel that successful long-term 
HIV therapy requires more than 
strong medicine. These experts 
believe that a life-long treatment 
plan for HIV disease should 
include therapies that not only 
work, but which you can live 
with, as well. Since "drug 
holidays" can contribute to 
treatment failure, they are 
concerned that the side effects 


and demanding dosing schedules 
of some anti-HIV drugs could 
cause people to skip doses or 
take less than the proper amount 
of their medicine. While the risk 
posed by drug-resistant strains 
of HIV is not completely known, 
HIV specialists are also concerned 
that, if resistance develops to 
drugs used early in therapy, the 
virus could become less sensitive 
to future treatments too. 

Therefore, they recommend 
sequencing combinations of 
drugs, based on a number of 
factors, including an individual’s 
symptoms, CD4 cell count and 
blood-level of HIV, previous 
treatments, lifestyle and future 
therapeutic options. 


Begin? 

The goal of therapy is staying 
healthy for as long as possible, 
and, over the long run, you'll 
use many different regimens. 
How do you plan effectively? 

You and your health care 
professional should design 
a personal treatment strategy. 
You'll need to look at the 
overall picture and develop 
a regimen based on your 
needs and your condition 
at different times. A regimen 
should be chosen based on 
several factors: 

• Efficacy (effectiveness, how 
well it works) 

• Tolerability (safety, risk of 
side effects) 

• Convenience (how well the 
dosing fits with your lifestyle) 

• Drug interactions (whether it 
can be used with other medica¬ 
tions you may be taking)

• Sequencing (the expectation 
that there will be another 
drug to turn to as your needs 
change) 

Only by taking into consideration 
all the criteria can an effective, 
long-term HIV treatment strategy 
be developed.

The most important thing you 
can do is to take an active role 
in your treatment. You are 
your own best advocate. Ask 
questions. Work with your 
health care professional in 
making educated choices to 
develop an effective treatment 
strategy for the long term. 

Make the commitment to take 
your medication exactly as 
prescribed and stick to it. 

Plan for a healthy lifestyle 
incorporating proper nutrition 
and exercise. Be aware of 
current research results and 
new trends in treatment. Seek 
the support of family and friends, 
health care professionals, AIDS 
Service Organizations and other 
institutions. The time has never 
been better to map your own 
strategy and plan for the future.

AIDS Office rules 
in SF sex clubs

T he San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health 
(DPH) AIDS Office on Feb¬ 
ruary 21 sent letters to sex clubs in 
the city, informing them that a 
new set of “minimum standards” 
is now in effect, and inspections 
will begin shortly. 

In the letter, AIDS Office Di¬ 
rector Dr. Mitchell Katz stated 
that “San Francisco is committed 
to protecting the health and safe¬ 
ty of the public by ensuring that 
businesses are operating in com¬ 
pliance with all city codes and 
regulations, and that they do not 
permit sexual activity that places 
patrons at increased risk for HIV.” 

Katz went on to state that “the 
city will take legal action to close 
sex clubs and parties that violate 
city codes and/or operate in a 
manner than contributes to the 
spread of HIV and STD [sexually 
transmitted disease),” and that 
“no action will be taken” against 
clubs and parties that are in com¬ 
pliance. Katz outlined a coordi¬ 
nated inspection process in which 
announced joint inspections by 
the health, fire, and building de¬ 
partments will be carried out for 
all sex clubs and parties. In addi¬ 
tion, DPH staff “will continue to 
make regular visits, both an¬ 
nounced and unannounced” to 
ensure that sex clubs and parties 
follow DPH standards regarding 
sexual activity. Katz stated that the 
city would work with club and 
party operators to “resolve any is¬ 
sues” regarding compliance, but 
that “clubs may have to close or 
limit their operation” if violations 
exist. 


Minimum Standards 

The DPH’s “Minimum Stan¬ 
dards for Operation of Sex Clubs 
and Parties” state that unprotect¬ 
ed anal and vaginal intercourse 
and fisting “have been identified 
as posing an unreasonable risk for 
HIV transmission and therefore 
are prohibited in all sex clubs and 
parties”; there is, in fact, no evi¬ 
dence to show that fisting increas¬ 
es HIV risk. In addition, the stan¬ 
dards suggest that club owners 
“recommend” that patrons not 
engage in unprotected oral sex, 
rimming, fingering, or sharing of 
sex toys. 

The standards further specify 
that clubs must provide condoms, 
lubricants, gloves, plastic or latex 
barriers, and safer sex educational 
materials. All areas of the club 
“must be monitored on a regular 
and ongoing basis by staff” - at 
least one time every 20 minutes - 
and staff“must intervene immedi¬ 
ately to stop activities if patrons are 
engaging in prohibited sexual ac¬ 
tivities.” Clubs must be sufficiently 
well-lit to allow monitoring and 
may not have locking booths or 
rooms, or rooms that cannot be 
viewed from the outside. 

The new regulations were 
adapted from voluntary standards 
developed by the Coalition for 
Healthy Sex (CHS). The CHS 
began to modify their standards 
two years ago when Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano approached the 
group for assistance in developing 
legislation to regulate sex clubs. At 
the time, the majority of CHS 
members supported legislation, 
believing that it would provide le¬ 
gitimacy and shield the clubs 
from arbitrary harassment by city 
officials. In November, Katz an¬ 
nounced that Mayor Willie Brown 


had withdrawn his support for 
the legislation and that regula¬ 
tions would instead be imple¬ 
mented by the DPH. 

If the legislation had gone for¬ 
ward, an opportunity for public 
comment would have been 
mandatory. As it stands, the DPH 
is not required to solicit public 
input, and has not done so as of 
this date. It is the position of the 
AIDS Office that the CHS meet¬ 
ings at which the regulations were 
discussed were in fact a venue for 
public comment; CHS meetings 
are open to the public, but until 
recently have not been publicized. 
Many in the gay community have 
expressed outrage that the city 
would put through regulations 
without public input, and various 
activist groups have formulated 
plans to prevent the DPH from 
carrying out their new policy. 

The establishments that re¬ 
ceived the DPH letter during the 
“first round” are Blow Buddies, the 
Campus Theatre, Castro 
Party/Black House, Circle J Cine¬ 
ma, EROS, the “ 14th Street House,” 
Mack, Power Exchange Main Sta¬ 
tion and Substation, the Sling, and 
the Tearoom Theatre. Regulation 
opponents had complained previ¬ 
ously that sex club were selectively 
targeted while establishments such 
as theaters, bookstores, and hot tub 
facilities were ignored. All of the 
venues that received letters cater to 
a primarily gay clientele, except for 
the Power Exchange Substation, 
which attracts a mixed bisexual/ 
transgender/ heterosexual/ leather 
crowd. ▼

SFGH to provide 'morning-after' pill

|W| esearchers at San Francisco 
iyp General Hospital an¬ 
il % nounced Monday, February 
28 they plan to begin testing a 
“morning-after” pill for HIV in 
the next couple of months. 

The aim of the study will be to 
determine whether the treatment 
can do for AIDS what the “morn¬ 
ing-after” pill does for pregnancy 


- prevent the consequences of one 
night of bad luck or unsafe be¬ 
havior. 

Participants would be healthy 
individuals exposed to the deadly 
virus during one incident of risky 
sex. They would be given a 30-day 
supply of AZT and 3TC in hopes 
of preventing infection. 

AIDS prevention experts ex¬ 
press concern that the therapy 
could blow the lid off the long- 
sought trend toward restrained 
behavior that has, in part, been 


credited for the first decrease in 
AIDS deaths since the epidemic 
began. But the researchers say if 
the strategy saves lives, it’s worth 
the gamble. 

The experiment - to see 
whether a brew of AIDS-fighting 
drugs the morning after an isolat¬ 
ed incident of unsafe sex or bro¬ 
ken condom can prevent the virus 
from taking its deadly hold - has 
its roots in the promising results 
of recent studies. 

Those studies of similar pro¬ 
phylactic therapy given to 
healthcare workers accidentally 
stuck by HIV-contaminated nee¬ 
dles indicate a 30-day course of 
the anti-viral drug AZT dramat¬ 
ically reduced the chance of in¬ 
fection. 

Tom Coates, director of the 
AIDS Research Institute at the 
University of California, San 
Francisco, says, “If there is a way 
we can prevent somebody from 
getting infected, we should.” 

The San Francisco Health De¬ 
partment hopes to get federal ap¬ 
proval and dollars for the trial 
within two months. Participants 
will receive a combination of the 
anti-viral drugs AZT and 3TC. 
Thousands more would have to 
test the treatment to determine if 
it really works, but the San Fran¬ 
cisco study could provide data on 
how often isolated exposures take 
place, how quickly patients would 
get treatment, and how many 
would actually agree to the 30-day 
regimen. ▼

S an Franciscans will have a 
chance to learn about the 
fascinating history of the 
world’s most famous gay and les¬ 
bian neighborhood Saturday, 
March 15, when KQED-TV 
Channel 9 will broadcast the third 
in its series, “Neighborhoods: The 
Hidden Cities of San Francisco,” 
focusing on the Castro area. But 
for those people who have to be 
on the cutting edge, and simply 
cannot wait that long, KQED will 
host a private benefit party and 
big-screen showing at the most 
appropriate place - the Castro 
Theatre - Thursday, March 13. 

David Shaw, director of com¬ 
munications at KQED, explained 
to the Bay Area Reporter that the 
90-minute documentary, which 
will feature chronicled vintage 
photographs and film clips, is 
being underwritten by a unique 


multi-level campaign organized by 
the public television station. The 
campaign, modeled in no small 
part on the San Francisco Public 
Library’s efforts to raise funding 
for its new gay and lesbian center, 
has already raised 70% of the 
video’s production costs. 

In addition, KQED is asking 
for donations from anyone who 
would like to attend the big¬ 
screening gala. The station is 
specifically encouraging residents 
of the Castro district to take part 
in this spectacular event and share 
in the film’s success. 

According to organizers, the 
Castro Theatre event will feature 
traditional organ music preceding 
the show, and comedian Sabrina 
Matthews will perform stand-up 
skits. Beverages and hors d’oeu- 
vres donated by Fire Wood Cafe, 
Ryan’s Restaurant, Zuni Cafe, Ab¬ 
solut Vodka, Crystal Geyser Water 
Company, and DeLoach Vine¬ 
yards will be presented to guests. 


Catering services will also be pro¬ 
vided by Grace Street Catering. 

Emmy Award-winning produc¬ 
er Peter L. Stein, who served as pro¬ 
ducer, director, and writer for the 
film, said it required a lot of research, 
development, and production time. 

“Like most momentous pro¬ 
jects, this film took nine months 
giving birth to it. Quite naturally, 
I feel relieved,” Stein told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “It’s a dramatic 
story that happened in our midst 
and to our community. I am 
happy to be able to tell it.” V

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AIDS Nightline needs volunteers / 
training session starts March 13

f olunteers are needed for the 
AIDS/HIV Nightline, the 
only telephone service of its 
kind in the country that provides 
emotional support and peer 
counseling nightly for all HIV 
concerns. Rolph Shanabruch, vol¬ 
unteer coordinator for the hot¬ 
line, said training will start on 
Thursday, March 13. 

“We’re in desperate need of 12 
to 15 volunteers,” Shanabruch 
told the B.A.R. “The biggest chal¬ 
lenge is getting people who are 
available to work at night.” 

Nighttime is when the service 
is provided; from 5 p.m. to 5 a.m. 
every night, he said. Volunteers 
answer approximately 900 calls a 
month from those who are wor¬ 
ried, sick, or dying. The majority 
of calls are from people in the Bay 


Area, but the nightline also re¬ 
ceives calls from people through¬ 
out the country. 

Shanabruch said people inter¬ 
ested in volunteering should be 
good listeners and be able to relate 
to others with a sense of caring 
and understanding. Volunteers 
are asked to commit to working a 
few nighttime hours each month. 

The Nightline is a program of 
San Francisco Suicide Prevention. 
It is funded through the city’s De¬ 
partment of Public Health AIDS 
Office and through contributions 
from numerous corporate foun¬ 
dations and companies. ▼

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HRC rules against Cafe 
in het kissing incident

H n a highly unusual ruling, San 
^ Francisco’s Human Rights 
1 Commission (HRC) issued a 
Director’s Finding against The 
Cafe on Tuesday, February 25, cit¬ 
ing the popular gay and lesbian 
bar with violating city anti-dis¬ 
crimination laws. The case 
stemmed from an incident last 
year where four people were 
kicked out of The Cafe because 
two of them - a man and a 
woman - were kissing. It is un¬ 
usual in that a gay man who was 
with the opposite-sex pair was the 
person who filed the complaint. 

Damon Jacobs contacted HRC 
about the incident last September 
13 and described the incident that 
occurred on August II, 1996, 
when he and three friends, Tara 
Sanderson, Christopher Macias, 
and Rob Cox, were forced to leave 
The Cafe after Sanderson and Cox 
were seen kissing. Jacobs also al¬ 
leged The Cafe’s policy against, 
public displays of affection dis¬ 
criminates on the basis of sexual 
orientation because it is applied 
only to opposite-sex couples, and 
that the policy was publicly ex¬ 
pressed in a letter written by Mor¬ 
gan Gorrono, manager at The 
Cafe. 

Gorrono said he’s frustrated 
with HRC’s Finding, particularly 
since the complainant, (acobs, is 
gay. Gorrono said he frequently 
gets complaints from his gay and 
lesbian customers when men and 
women kiss or grope one another 
at the establishment. 

He speculated that opposite- 
sex couples continue to come to 
The Cafe because the Muni F Line 
trolley drops passengers off “right 
behind the bar.” 

“It’s usually a guy and a girl 
looking for a three-way,” Gorrono 
said, offering his take on why op¬ 
posite-sex couples come into the 
bar. 

“This is ridiculous,” he said of 
HRC’s finding. “The thing was 
that drunk people were getting 
kicked out of the bar. 

“It’s defeating us. We have 
problems with too many straight 
people in the bar. I get four to five 
complaints a night from gay cus¬ 
tomers.” 

Countered Jacobs, “My re¬ 
sponse is we don’t serve each 
other well by violating the law.” 

No touching, now 

In a letter that was published 
in the September 19, 1996 Bay 
Area Reporter, Gorrono stated the 
club’s “policy on straight people 
making out ... will not change ... 
If they don’t like it, they can leave. 
This is a gay bar, and they are the 
guests of our community.” 

Reached Monday, March 3, 
Gorrono has apparently changed 
that policy, saying, “We have a ‘no 
touch’ policy for everybody.” He 
said he refuses to post that policy, 
as HRC staff proposed during at¬ 
tempts to mediate the complaint. 

Gorrono also said he plans to 
meet or contact HRC staff now 
that the finding has been issued. 
He did not respond to numerous 
calls and letters sent to him by 
HRC before the finding was is¬ 
sued. 

Because The Cafe is a private 
business and does not have a con¬ 
tract with the city, HRC staff 
member Cynthia Goldstein said 
the HRC can only issue a finding 


“when mediation fails and there’s 
evidence of discrimination.” She 
said HRC staff would be happy to 
work with The Cafe in the future 
regarding the discrimination 
finding. 

This type of decision is rarely 
issued in cases that involve allega¬ 
tions of discrimination based on 
sexual orientation, HIV, or gender 
identity issues, Goldstein said. 

“I’ve worked at the HRC for 
six and a half years, and this is the 
first time I’ve ever had to issue a 
finding,” Goldstein told the B.A.R. 
“In complaints around sexual ori¬ 
entation, HIV, and gender identi¬ 
ty, this is only the second finding 
in over six years. It’s extremely un¬ 
usual.” 

Jacobs didn’t expect to file the 
complaint; initially, he and his 
friends thought there had been a 
misunderstanding that could be 
quickly resolved with an apology 
from The Cafe. That did not hap¬ 
pen. His friends totally supported 
his decision to go to the HRC. 
Sanderson has since returned to 
her home in Australia; Cox and 
Macias live in the city. 

Goldstein attempted to engage 
in mediation with both Gorrono 
and The Cafe’s owner, Pornchai 
Hutachinda. Since The Cafe “re¬ 
fused to engage in mediation, 
HRC director Marivic S. Bamba 
issued this finding,” the HRC re¬ 
port stated. 

The HRC found The Cafe “de¬ 
nied full and equal access to its 
business establishment.” The rul¬ 
ing also stated The Cafe violated a 
section of the San Francisco’s Mu¬ 
nicipal Code when it printed its 
discriminatory policy that “... full 
enjoyment... would be unlawful¬ 
ly refused to individuals because 
of their sexual orientation.” 

According to the HRC finding, 
Gorrono failed to follow through 
last October on a proposed reso¬ 
lution that included issuing an 
apology to the four individuals; 
revising The Cafe’s policy to com¬ 
ply with city law; having a letter 
printed in the B.A.R:, and allow¬ 
ing the revised policy to be posted 
in a public place at the business.

According to The Cafe’s side of 
the story, which Gorrono outlined 
both in his letter last September 


and in a phone call with HRC 
staff, a bartender refused to serve 
Sanderson and Cox a drink be¬ 
cause Sanderson could not stop 
laughing and because the bar¬ 
tender determined that the two 
had had enough to drink. Gor¬ 
rono stated that this was ex¬ 
plained to Jacobs by the bar¬ 
tender, and at that moment, 
Sanderson and Cox started kiss¬ 
ing. 

The couple was asked to stop, 
and The Cafe’s “no straight cou¬ 
ple make-out” policy was ex¬ 
plained. An argument ensued be¬ 
fore a bouncer asked Jacobs, 
Sanderson, Cox, and Macias to 
leave. Jacobs wrote a note to Gor¬ 
rono the next day asking for an 
apology. The Cafe refused to apol¬ 
ogize. 

Gorrono recalled a phone con¬ 
versation he had with Goldstein 
and admitted he became angry as 
they talked. “I got upset with her. 
I get a lot more complaints from 
gay customers.” 

Mariah Hanson, manager of 
the Girl’s Spot, a weekly dance 
club, sympathized with Gorrono 
and said she has also asked het¬ 
erosexual couples not to kiss in 
her club. 

“Eight out of ten times it’s the 
lesbians bringing in the straight 
men,” she said. “1 get complaints 
there are too many straight peo¬ 
ple and too many men, and it gets 
difficult. 

“Whose needs do you respond 
to?” 

But, she said, “Have I ever 
kicked anyone out? No.” 

Jacobs told the B.A.R. that he’s 
happy with the HRC finding, arid 
never saw the matter as a gay or 
straight issue. 

“It’s a human rights issue,” said 
Jacobs. “What does this say about 
The Cafe’s attitude towards the bi¬ 
sexual community? Where do bi¬ 
sexuals fit in terms of our [gay] 
businesses?” 

Jacobs contends that HRC’s 
finding that The Cafe denied full 
and equal access to customers and 
published a policy that violates 
city law leaves the business “wide 
open” to a lawsuit. 

But, he said, “I have no interest 
in personally pursuing that. I like 
to think of our community as 
progressive and tolerant.” T 


Info sought on Castro 
robbery suspect

S an Francisco police are circulating a poster throughout the 
Castro district, seeking information from gay or bisexual vic¬ 
tims of a robber who they say was criminally active in the gay 
community until his recent arrest. 

Elliot Phillips was re-booked on robbery and other charges on 
February 24, officials told the B.A.R. He pled guilty to one felony 
count of assault likely to create great bodily injury at his prelimi¬ 
nary hearing Wednesday, March 5. 

Phillips is described by law enforcement officials as a very mus¬ 
cular 36-year-old African-American male, standing 6 feet tall and 
weighing. 200 pounds. Investigators allege he met his gay and bi¬ 
sexual victims in bars or on the street and later robbed them, ei¬ 
ther at their homes or elsewhere. 

“I think it is important for the community to be concerned 
about this kind of predator,” said District Attorney spokesman John 
Shanley. He urged anyone who was victimized by Phillips, or who 
has information on his alleged crimes, to contact DA Investigator 
Charlie Munoz at (415) 553-1030, or SFPD Robbery Inspector 
Stephen Tittel at (415) 553-1201. ▼ 
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Muni driver gets 
probation for bashing

Mt nti-violence experts and 
® prosecutors are denouncing 
Superior Judge John 
Berman’s decision that allowed 
Muni Railway driver Wardy Jou- 
bert to enter a surprise plea of no 
contest to felony assault and hate 
crime charges, in exchange for 
three years probation and a possi¬ 
ble community service penalty. 

Joubert was charged with as¬ 
saulting Muni passenger Sonny 
Vukic last July, while both men were 
passengers on a 4 Sutter bus. Jou¬ 
bert was off duty, but dressed in a 
Muni Railway uniform, at the time. 

Berman suggested and the de¬ 
fense accepted the open court plea 
during a pre-trial conference in 
Berman’s chambers Thursday, 
February 27, over the objections 
of Deputy District Attorney 
Maria Bee. 

Berman entered the no contest 
pleas as guilty pleas, and ordered a 
probation report pending Jou- 
bert’s sentencing in Superior 
Court March 27. 

Although prosecutor Bee de¬ 
clined to comment publicly on 
Berman’s decision. Deputy Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Chuck Haines ex¬ 
pressed “serious concern” over the 
disposition of the case - and 
bluntly said that Joubert belonged 
behind bars. 

“We want him to go to state 
prison because of the outrageous 
nature of this act,” Haines said. 
“The public at large is very con¬ 
cerned about the problem of vio¬ 


lence on Muni. Although he was 
not driving the bus, he was a bus 
driver wearing a uniform, and his 
motive was a hate crime. This 
makes it doubly outrageous.” 

Where are your morals? 

According to eyewitnesses ta 
the June attack, Vukic and his 
lover were riding together and 
briefly kissed as Vukic’s lover was 
getting off the bus. Joubert be¬ 
came agitated when he saw the 
men kiss, threatened to kill Vukic, 
called the pair “faggots,” and made 
anti-gay religious statements such 
as, “Don’t you read the Bible?” 
and “Where are your morals?” 

Witnesses also said that after 
Vukic told him to shut up, Joubert 
said that he had the authority to 
order the gay men off the bus, 
challenged Vukic to a fight, re¬ 
peatedly slugged the victim, and 
injured Vukic’s leg by grabbing 
and twisting it in an effort to pull 
him from his seat. 

The driver of the bus, who re¬ 
fused to stop the vehicle or inter¬ 
vene in the incident, also faces dis¬ 
ciplinary action because of his in¬ 
adequate response to a physical 
attack on a passenger. 

Although he suffered no bro¬ 
ken bones in the attack, Vukic suf¬ 
fered physical injuries, including 
continuing spinal disc problems, 
according to his attorney Thomas 
Ray, and will probably be unable 
to practice his manipulative phys¬ 
ical therapy profession. 

Vukic also suffered psychic 
and emotional trauma during the 
anti-gay attack, said Ray. 


Hate violence experts charge 
that Berman’s decision trivializes 
anti-gay violence and sends the 
wrong message to individuals 
who commit such crimes. 

In a stinging public rebuke, 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence Executive Director Lester 
Olmstead-Rose called Berman’s 
decision “irresponsible and in¬ 
credibly inappropriate.” 

Olmstead-Rose said that indi¬ 
viduals who acted violently 
against lesbians and gays “de¬ 
served to be off the street” for the 
public safety, and said that the 
community, as well as Vukic, had 
been victimized by the assault. 

“He attacked these victims 
without provocation,” Olmstead- 
Rose pointed out. “Clearly, the 
judge does not understand that 
hate violence is not the same as 
other kinds of assault. The judge 
is way off line.” 

Although the attack happened 
last July, Joubert was not relieved 
of his driving duties and assigned 
a desk job until last December 13, 
when the Bay Area Reporter raised 
policy questions about his assign¬ 
ment as a floater driver assigned 
to any Muni line as needed. 

Joubert’s status as a Municipal 
Railway employee is in doubt at 
B.A.R. presstime. 

“It is not Muni’s policy to hire 
or retain an employee who has 
been convicted of these violent 
felonies,” said Muni communica¬ 
tions manager Sharyn Saslafsky. 
“Muni is considering all of its dis¬ 
ciplinary options, up to and in¬ 
cluding termination.” V 


More Muni driver homophobia

IP assengers on a Castro-bound 
Muni bus Sunday, March 2 
H were startled to hear the dri¬ 
ver suddenly unleash a torrent of 
anti-gay verbal abuse that lasted for 
more than 15 minutes. 

Paul Campos, a gay man who 
boarded the #24 bus at California 
and Divisadero streets, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the driver began 
by impatiently shouting at passen¬ 
gers who apparently didn’t speak 
English. When Campos intervened 
and suggested the driver should be 
more considerate, he became the 
target of the man’s rage. 

“At first, he stopped and got off 
the bus and refused to drive,” 
Campos said. “Then he started 
screaming about ‘the gays,’ calling 
us an abomination against hu¬ 
manity and messengers of Satan.” 

According to Campos, the 
abuse lasted “on and on from Cali¬ 
fornia Street to Castro, for 15 min¬ 
utes, and I’m not exaggerating.” 

Another rider, Pat Skala, was so 
disgusted by the driver’s abuse she 
gave Campos her business card to 
verify his complaint. Skala, an in¬ 
formation systems manager in the 
San Francisco Health Department, 
confirmed Campos’s story to the 
B.A.R., and said she was con¬ 
cerned about the driver’s mental 
health. “I think the man should be 
removed,” she said. “I think he’s a 
danger to himself and others.” 

Campos isn’t so sure about that. 
“I don’t think he’s crazy,” he said. “I 
just think he’s totally prejudiced.” 

Whatever the reason for the 
driver’s outburst, Supervisor Tom 


Ammiano said he would discuss 
the situation with Muni represen¬ 
tatives with a specific outcome in 
mind. “We have to get this guy 
fired,” he told the B.A.R. 

Lester Olmstead-Rose of Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence 
said CUAV will meet with Muni 
soon to discuss past problems of 
homophobic drivers, and to pro¬ 
vide training to new employees in 
hopes of preventing future inci¬ 
dents. “It’s actually something we 
wanted to do for some time, and 
Tom Ammiano was great about 
getting this moving,” he said. 

“Muni has been very open to 
this discussion, and we’re moving 
forward with training.” 


Olmstead-Rose was reluctant 
to speculate that Sunday’s inci¬ 
dent was related to or prompted 
by the recent probation of a Muni 
driver charged with assaulting a 
passenger last year. [See related 
story, above.] Even so, he said, “In 
my mind, I think Muni has a re¬ 
sponsibility around that [prior] 
incident. I would hope part of 
their response is to look at what 
resources they provide to their 
drivers. Like any organization, 
they have a responsibility to pro¬ 
vide good resources, customer 
service training, and services to 
ensure these things don’t happen. 

“If they do happen, then disci¬ 
pline is called for.” ▼

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Bus bashers, birthday bashes 


H t’s rather disturbing to find out hate 
. crimes are more acceptable in San Fran- 
^ cisco than in North Carolina. Without 
meaning to offend our friends from the 
south, the perception has always been that we 
are more tolerant here - tolerant, that is, of 
just about everything but intolerance. This is 
the place, supposedly, that can handle people 
whose prejudices are larger than their brains. 

Unfortunately, a couple of recent court 
decisions show that is not always the case. 

Last week, shortly after a North Carolina 
jury found a skinhead ex-soldier named 
James Burmeister guilty of murdering peo¬ 
ple just because they happened to be black 
- and found him guilty so swiftly and deci¬ 
sively it helped soothe some of that O.J. 
Simpson irritation - a San Francisco judge 
suggested probation for Muni driver Wardy 
Joubert, who assaulted a passenger just be¬ 
cause he happened to be gay. It’s an outrage. 

Obviously, there are differences in the 
two cases: Burmeister shot people to death; 
Joubert pummeled his victim, but left him 
alive. Burmeister also planned his attacks, 
whereas Joubert was just followed a sudden 
evil urge. Considering the differences, dif¬ 
ferent sentences are obviously called for. 
Nobody is suggesting Joubert spend the rest 
of his life behind bars, but probation for his 
heinous crime is not acceptable in any way. 

Part of the problem is that the judge in 
Joubert’s case, John Berman, was a temp. 
These days special programs are needed to 
help move things along through the clogged 
courts, one of which brings retired judges 
like Berman back to the bench to hear cases. 
In this case - as in a lot of others, we sus¬ 
pect - it turned out to be a fiasco. 

Berman’s action reinforces the ideas that 
gay and lesbian victims are to blame for their 
problems, or that their injuries are somehow 
less injurious. That’s the way people in the 
Deep South once perceived African-Ameri¬ 
can victims, and it’s encouraging to see in 
Burmeister’s case the prevailing mood has 
changed; we are very disappointed to find 
such appalling lack of awareness here. 

Education is clearly the key to change. Al¬ 
though it is too late to do anything about 
Joubert’s case, we hope that Berman has no¬ 
ticed the furious reaction to his decision and 
that he thinks more clearly before he sug¬ 
gests such a thing again. But even more im¬ 
portant is education at Muni. Three days 
after Joubert got probation, passengers 
charged another Muni driver with being ho¬ 


mophobic and abusive (verbally, rather than 
physically, and while that’s better, it still isn t 
good). Joubert’s probation probably didn’t 
prompt the latest incident, but it certainly 
didn’t discourage it in any way, either. 

Muni has met with Community 
United Against Violence, recogniz 
ing that there are problems with 
employee bigotry. We hope CUAV 
is able to get the situation in hand, 
and quicldy. Gay and lesbian rid- — 
ers, who after all pay the same fare as 
everyone else, deserve the same courtesy 
and ought to be secure in the knowledge 
they don’t have to fear drivers. * 1 

A new topic: Newly-re- 
leased statistics show what 
most gay people have noticed 
for some time: AIDS mortality is dropping. 
Health and Human Services Secretary 
Donna Shalala promptly made an ass of her¬ 
self, bragging her head off on camera. Her 
statements about this Administration’s 
“commitment... paying off” made it sound 
as though protease inhibitors were created 
from a Shalala family recipe, whipped up and 
boiled down by Bill and Hill’s own hands - 
and if she had made that assertion it would¬ 
n’t, frankly, have sounded any less absurd 
than her claim about this notoriously un¬ 
committed Administration’s “commitment.” 

If anyone deserves credit, we’d say it is 



. the people of ACT UP, and the people who 
have supported their work in the ten years 
since the group was formed. We are lucky 
and proud to have ACT UP/Golden Gate 
working for people with AIDS here in San 
Francisco (with benefits evident for people 
around the world). They have pressed 
for more pharmaceutical research, 
and more access to people who might 
otherwise be priced out of the mar¬ 
ket for lifesaving drugs. They, not Sha¬ 
lala, have saved lives. 

This Monday, March 10, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate (which is not affil¬ 
iated in any way with the group 
that calls itself ACT UP/San 
Francisco) will be marking the 
birthday with a spaghetti feed 
fundraiser. We’ll be there, and we expect to 
see most of the people we know. Whether 
you are on the new life-extending medicines, 
or only know people whose drugs have re¬ 
turned their futures to them, you owe a lot 
to ACT UP - certainly more than the ten 
bucks it costs to attend the benefit dinner. 
Since everyone can’t possibly be there, signed 
notes from your mother won’t be necessary 
to get excused. But a nice check made out to 
the group would be very helpful. Send it to 
ACT UP/Golden Gate, 519 Castro Street, 
Box 93, San Francisco CA 94114.

Sex club inspector 
needs inspecting

I am shocked to hear that Building In¬ 
spector Rafael Torres-Gil would be in¬ 
volved in the inspections of sex clubs 
being organized by the Health Department. 

I was present in Judge Cahill’s court on No¬ 
vember 15 when Mr. Torres-Gil told the 
court that it was imperative that the judge 
effectively close the Power Exchange sex 
club at 74 Otis immediately because it was 
unsafe. Mr. Torres-Gil claimed that there 
had been numerous safety problems in the 
club for over a year, including “electrical 
equipment blocking fire exits” (during a 
subsequent inspection this “electrical equip¬ 
ment” turned out to be a small water cool¬ 
er in a corner of a hallway). 

Mr. Torres-Gil couldn’t explain to the 
judge why the ongoing problem was sud¬ 
denly so critical, except to assert that there 
was a large event scheduled there for the up¬ 
coming weekend. Torres-Gil said that the 
city would be liable if there were a disaster 
at this big event. 

To support his contention that the build¬ 
ing was unsafe, Torres-Gil stated that the 
building at 74 Otis was built of unrein¬ 
forced masonry, although it turns out that 
no tests of the building had been performed 
to determine this. It also turns out that the 


club that Mr. Torres-Gil claimed had been 
operating in spite of safety violations for 
well over a year has only been in business 
for a few months and has never heard about 
Mr. Torres-Gil’s apparent feud with the for¬ 
mer tenant. 

Mr. Torres-Gil supplied the court with 
other misinformation, stating that there 
were no records to indicate that 74 Otis 
had ever held anything like a thou¬ 
sand occupants when Pac Bell 
owned the building (as the present 
owner claimed). The owner of the 
building promptly produced copies 
of Building Department records 
showing an occupancy of nearly a 
thousand. 

During a recess in 
court Mr. Torres-Gil sat 
next to me, and I asked 
him where he had gotten 
the information that there was a big event 
planned for the weekend. He replied that he 
“couldn’t recall where” he’d heard about the 
event. “Maybe I heard it from the police,” 
was his next guess. 

I pointed out that he had just asked a 
Municipal Court Judge to close a man's 
business indefinitely based on “facts” whose 
source he “couldn’t remember” or wasn’t 
sure of. He replied, “I guess I did.” 

I informed him that there was no event 


such as he had described (I had met with 
the owner of Power Exchange a few days 
previously and had seen his events calendar, 
which showed only a private fundraiser 
event for 30 people on the weekend in ques¬ 
tion). Torres-Gil made no move to inform 
either the judge or the Deputy City Attor¬ 
ney bringing the action against 74 Otis that 
his statement was false or even in question. 
This conversation, in which he shrugged off 
giving false information to the court, was 
witnessed by numerous people in 
^ the courtroom. 

According to some sources in 
the Building Department, In¬ 
spector Rafael Torres-Gil is 
pushing to close all the sex 
clubs on technical 
grounds. 

For additional details 
on his past activities I 
would refer you to the owner of Daddy’s bar 
in the Castro, Building Commissioner 
jaimie Sonbanmatsu, Mike Housh at Am- 
miano’s office, and Dean Goodwin at the 
Mayor’s office. 

I believe Mr. Torres-Gil is using his offi¬ 
cial position to advance his homophobic 
personal agenda. Given ms record, his in¬ 
volvement in efforts directed at mostly-gay 
sex clubs is an outrage that needs to be ad¬ 
dressed promptly. ▼

PEP talk 

I found your recent series on PEP 
[post-exposure prophylaxis] most interesting and 
timely, and would like to add my thoughts: 

First it was about private spaces, now it is about 
the “morning after” pill (post-exposure prophylaxis). 
Not surprisingly, Stop AIDS and the DPH’s AIDS Of¬ 
fice were quick to re-establish their all-too-familiar 
paternalistic and authoritarian positions. Their im¬ 
mediate responses of “now these queens will have 
even more unsafe sex than before” is tired, insulting, 
condescending, and disempowering - scarcely a use¬ 
ful foundation for education or cooperation. As Don 
Howard so capably pointed out, their entire approach 
is all-too-obviously based on the notion that we gay 
people are too irresponsible to manage our own sex¬ 
ual activities and that we need these self-styled “ex¬ 
perts” to observe, direct, and control us. 

Probably the clearest parallel to this perspective is 
our country’s historical approach to unplanned 
teenage pregnancy (which also stems from unpro¬ 
tected sex and which also creates financial and health 
problems for the involved individuals and society at 
large). How well have logical, moral, or religious ar¬ 
guments, threats, fears, taboos, ignorance, and adult 
“supervision” worked in pregnancy control? Attempts 
to chaperon (monitor) all opposite-gender activities; 
to scare kids with stories about STDs, broken hearts, 
and the “shame” of pregnancy; to keep them ignorant 
about their own bodies and feelings and power; to 
make birth control and abortion difficult to obtain - 
these have brought us to now celebrate the highest 
rate of unplanned teen pregnancy in the industrial¬ 
ized world. There is no reason to believe that using 
this same bankrupt and outmoded strategy to “pre¬ 
vent AIDS” will work any better. Katz seems to suggest 
even further that PEP, once an effective protocol is es¬ 
tablished, be provided only for those who promise 
“never to do it again.” Would he withhold PEP treat¬ 
ment from someone who is not “repentant?” 

If the goal of Stop AIDS and the AIDS Project is 
actually to minimize HIV seroconversion, these agen¬ 
cies would be wise to laud and support the possibili¬ 
ty of developing an effective PEP and would be using 
a risk-management/harm-reduction model that has 
a possibility of increasing the effectiveness of preven¬ 
tion and education programs, rather than the moral¬ 
istic, unrealistic, and reactionary “zero-tolerance” 
posture where they seem to be stuck. It is counter¬ 
productive, high-handed, alienating, and ineffectual 
for “big brother” in the guise of any agency to attempt 
to control the sex lives of its citizens by spying on 
them and otherwise attempting to limit their privacy, 
withholding medical information and treatment, 
keeping them ignorant of scientific data by providing 
only agency conclusions, and consistently insulting 
and demeaning citizens’ judgment and sense of re¬ 
sponsibility - all the while spending these same citi¬ 
zens’ tax money to do so. Enough!

Positive reinforcement 

[The following is an open letter to the San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation and the Stop AIDS Project:] 

Over the years, thousands of us have contributed 
time and money to support your efforts to stop the 
spread of the HIV virus. We have learned much from 
your educational and outreach activities, and we now 
know that most unsafe sex occurs in private homes. 

Now, the San Francisco Department of Public 
Health (SFDPH) is proposing regulations that require 
monitoring of gay men’s sexual behavior in sex clubs 
and prevent establishments from providing private 
spaces. What is your organization’s official position 
with respect to these regulations? 

Most successful behavior modification approach¬ 
es emphasize positive reinforcement, self-respect and 
individual responsibility. Why then is the SFDPH 
proposing regulations affecting gay men that focus on 
negative reinforcement: monitoring, lack of trust, lack 
of self-respect, and absence of personal responsibili¬ 
ty? By restricting the locations of our bedrooms, are 
we really reaching out to the very sexually active peo¬ 
ple who may need our services most? Wouldn’t we be 
more successful by reaching out to men in a bath¬ 
house setting and seizing the opportunity to educate 
and empower them to navigate safely in private 
spaces? 

Are there any studies that indicate that the polic¬ 
ing of people’s sexual activity has any significant im¬ 
pact in lowering the spread of the HIV virus? Has 
prohibition ever produced meaningful re¬ 
sults? As our community continues its 
| battle with the HIV virus, we should care¬ 
fully review how we donate our limited re¬ 
sources of volunteer time and dollars, 
and continue to support organizations 
that provide sex education in an accu¬ 
rate, understandable, effective, sex pos¬ 
itive, and non-judgmental manner to as 
many people as possible. 

Is your mission one of education and 
personal empowerment or one of monitoring and 
policing?

Under the cloud of threaten¬ 
ing war, it is humanity hanging from a cross of iron.”

Halloween production notes 

I must take some issue with the article about 
CUAV and Halloween that began on page 5 of today’s 
[Feb. 13] B.A.R. In the third to last paragraph on page 
11, you state that CUAV began patrolling the street in 
1990 to secure the safety of the participants, and that 
the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence, Inc. (SPI,I) start¬ 
ed providing entertainment the following year in as¬ 
sociation with CUAV. This is incorrect. In 1991 SPI,I 
not only produced the entertainment, but in actuali¬ 
ty produced the whole event, from obtaining the 
street closure permit to securing the porta-potties. 
The only thing CUAV provided was a yearly stipend 
of seed money, that the Chorus also provided. The 
majority of the initial funds came from the Sisters. 
CUAV also provided security for the event. 

However, in the last year that SPI,I produced the 
event, CUAV, who had agreed to provide 150-200 se¬ 
curity volunteers, only had 5-10 people show up. 
Those that did show up told many of us that the 
“powers-that-be” at CUAV had told them since they 
were unable to secure all of the volunteers needed, 
that they would not guarantee the safety of the vol¬ 
unteers that decided to show up anyway. This was the 
last year that SPI,I agreed to produce the event. We 
are a group based on democratic principals, and as a 
result the majority of the members themselves no 
longer felt safe attending or producing the event. 

It is not surprising to this Nun that CUAV lost 
money this year. What is surprising to me is that a 
group dedicated to preventing violence against mem¬ 
bers of our community would agree to create a func¬ 
tion that was very clearly pushed as a heterosexual al¬ 
ternative to the Castro Halloween Celebration. Rather 
than trying to herd all of “them” up in one location, 
wouldn’t it be more respectful to our community to 
demand protection and safety from the group that is 
charged with that duty, the San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment? 

The last year that SPI,I produced the Halloween 
event, not only did CUAV fail in its commitment to 
our community, but so did the San Francisco Police 
Department. The strike against the San Francisco 
Newspaper Agency was to start at midnight that same 
night, and we heard from several officers that a de¬ 
partment decision had been made to cover that event 
instead of the Castro Halloween Celebration. The few 
police I personally saw patrolling the streets were 
doing the best job they could, but with close to 
450,000 people and only a handful of officers, it was 
ludicrous to think that violence would not occur. Sev¬ 
eral of my Sisters who were working the gates that 
evening were subjected to homophobic violence. 

Enough of my ranting. But, perhaps as a condition 
of a “bail out” by the city, CUAV should agree that 
they are not a entertainment production company 
and agree to step out of the picture.

Asking for clarification 

Some of your readers have expressed their dis¬ 
pleasure with a B.A.R. article which refers to Steve Pe- 
skind as a Buddhist leader, and in which Mr. Peskind 
calls on the Dalai Lama to address the issue of ho¬ 
mosexuality. I have no doubt that Mr. Peskind did not 
ask to be called a Buddhist leader. In fact, I am quite 
certain that such a title makes him feel uncomfort¬ 
able. But the fact remains that over the years, Mr. Pe¬ 
skind has played an important role in American Bud¬ 
dhism, particularly in his commendable work as a 
caregiver. 


Mr. Peskind has shown leadership, as well as com¬ 
passion, by co-founding Coming Home Hospice, the 
Shanti Project, several service organizations in Or¬ 
ange County, and the Buddhist AIDS Project.

Those in the know say that 
James Earl Carter and William 
Jefferson Clinton can’t stand each 
other. Carter, a devout, upright 
Southern Baptist, is said to have 
lingering serious questions about 
Clinton’s character (surprise!), and 
Clinton, the consummate politi¬ 
cian, reportedly finds Carter over¬ 
ly rigid and sanctimonious (no!). 
Friends of both point out that 
Carter “missed” last year’s Demo 
National Convention and Clin¬ 
ton’s second inaugural in January.

President Bill Clinton, after 
hearing the CDC report that for 
the first time since the AIDS pan¬ 
demic began, deaths have de¬ 
clined 13% nationwide, declared, 
“This good news is further evi¬ 
dence that this terrible epidemic 
is beginning to yield to our sus¬ 
tained national public health in¬ 
vestment in AIDS research, pre¬ 
vention and care. But we must not 
relax our efforts. We must re¬ 
member that every person who is 
living with HIV or AIDS is some¬ 
one’s son or daughter, brother or 
sister, parent or grandparent.” 

Bad news for state Republi¬ 
cans: their new state chair, 
Michael Schroeder of Orange 
County, is apparently even more 
conservative than past chair John 
Herrington. Schroeder is heavily 
involved in the efforts of Bob 
Dornan to win back his congres¬ 


sional seat. This should give mod¬ 
erate Republicans an idea as to 
where Schroeder wants to take 
their party. 

In Geneva last week, a delega¬ 
tion of gays and lesbians pressed 
Swiss officials to ensure that gays 
get some portion of a new $71 
million humanitarian fund for 
needy victims of the Holocaust. 
The meeting in the Swiss capital, 
Berne, came the day after the Swiss 
government formally started the 
fund; any Holocaust victim can 
apply for a part of its proceeds. 

Friends and supporters of DA 
Terence Hallinan will hold a St. 
Patrick’s Day bash for the top 
prosecutor at the famed Dovre 
Club on 18th St. on Thursday, 
March 13, to help retire Kayo’s 
campaign debt. Enjoy lots of corn 
beef, Irish music, green beer, danc¬ 
ing, etc. ($25 at the door, 5:30-8 
p.m., 681-2929 for more info.) 

A homophobic state senator, 
Pete Knight (R-Palmdale), 
whose own son is gay, last week 
reintroduced legislation in Sacra¬ 
mento that would prevent Cali¬ 
fornia from recognizing same-sex 
marriages. 

Richard Gordon, an openly 
gay candidate for the San Mateo 
County Board of Supes in next 
month’s April 8 election, deserves 
the votes of all of our San Mateo 
readers.

The Quote of the Week is from 
a letter drafted by Marin Rep. 
Lynn Woolsey (D) to Defense 
Secretary William Cohen regard¬ 
ing the increased number of gays 
and lesbians forced out of the 
armed forces since “Don’t ask, 
Don’t tell” was instituted: “In your 
new position as Secretary of De¬ 
fense, you have the authority to 
bring the ‘don’t ask, don’t tell, 
don’t pursue’ policy back to its 
original intent to protect gays and 
lesbians from harassment and 
abuse; it is crucial that you make 
enforcement of the policy, includ¬ 
ing strong discipline for those 
who violate it, a top priority dur¬ 
ing your tenure.” 

The letter was signed by 36 
other House members; Cohen has 
said publicly that he will “do 
everything I can to see that the 
rising harassment of gays and les¬ 
bians is stopped.” The next move 
is yours, Mr. Secretary. ▼

During 
the Cultural Revolution, China 
descended into a living hell of 
tribalism and a Hobbesian war of 
all against all ” The second, from a 
review of a documentary on the 
1970 Isle of Wight Festival: “It’s 
ugly, it’s seedy, and it demon¬ 
strates, as the Altamont rock fes¬ 
tival had the previous fall, how 
easily the concepts of communal- 
ism and peace were undermined 
by a stupid, scuzzy fringe that 
thought being a hippie meant get¬ 
ting everything for free.”

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13 years ago: 


Liberace and liberation

This week in gay history: The 
"palimony" lawsuit against Lib¬ 
erace is thrown out of court 
March 1, 1984. 

If If ndoubtedly the most flam- 
^ j> boyant entertainer of the 
IpF century, Wladziu Valentino 
Liberace was also one of the most 
fiercely closeted. On three sepa¬ 
rate occasions, the showman 
hired lawyers to help keep his ho¬ 
mosexuality secret, each time de¬ 
feating those who alleged that he 
was gay. The entertainer who ab¬ 
solutely reveled in gay stereotypes 
- from poodles to pink sequins - 
insisted on a heterosexual facade 
until the day he died of AIDS just 
over ten years ago. 

Liberace first went to court to 
swear to his status as a red-blood¬ 
ed American male in 1956, when a 
columnist for the London Daily 
Mirror called him, among other 
things, a “fruit-flavored, mincing, 
ice-covered heap of mother love.” 
Liberace sued for damages, and in 
the trial testified that his bachelor 
status was only temporary. “I am 
always looking around for a pret¬ 
ty girl to marry,” he said under 
oath. “I have 12 proposals a 
month, and on Valentine’s Day I 
got 27,000 Valentines.” 

This testimony came after 
more than a decade of sexual li¬ 
aisons between Liberace and 
other men. But when Liberace 
was asked in court about his feel¬ 
ings towards homosexuality, he 
replied, “My feelings are the same 
as anyone else, sir. I am against 
this practice because it offends 
convention and it offends society.” 

William Connor, the columnist 
whose mockety of Liberace had 
occasioned the lawsuit, defended 
himself by denying that the col¬ 
umn implied that Liberace was 
gay, even arguing that the words 
“fruit” and “fairy” only have gay 
connotations in America, but not 
in Britain. The jury did not believe 
him, and his publication was 
forced to pay more than $20,000 
in damages. Liberace later wrote 
that he felt his manhood had been 
vindicated by the verdict. 

A year later, the American 
scandal-mongering publication 
Confidential ran a cover story en¬ 
titled, “Why Liberace’s Theme 
Song Should be ‘Mad About the 
Boy.’” Liberace sued, and the par¬ 
ties settled out of court, this time 
enriching the entertainer and his 
attorneys by $40,000. 

Thirty years later, Liberace 
once again found himself in court 
defending himself against an ac¬ 
cusation of homosexuality, this 
time in a “palimony” suit by his 
former chauffeur and lover, Scott 
Thorson. Thorson had met Liber¬ 
ace in 1977 when the younger 
man was 18 and the entertainer 
was more than three times his age. 
Liberace had invited a series of 
good-looking, blond young men 
into his many bedrooms in his 
many homes, but his relationship 
with Thorson was longer and by 
all accounts more devoted. 

During their five-year relation¬ 
ship, Liberace showered Thorson 
with hundreds of gifts, investigat¬ 
ed the possibility of legally adopt¬ 
ing him, and paid for plastic 
surgery so the younger man could 
look more like his patron. Thor- 
son’s memoir describes Liberace 
as sexually ravenous, with a fond¬ 
ness for poppers, porno tapes, and 


multiple sex partners. Toward the 
end of their relationship, Thorson 
became increasingly dependent 
on cocaine, while Liberace in¬ 
creasingly had his eye pn other 
young men. 

In March 1982, Thorson was 
evicted from one of Liberace’s 
apartments and given $75,000 in 
exchange for waiving future 
claims. But he soon argued that he 
had agreed under duress and was 
entitled to $113.million in dam¬ 
ages because Liberace had 
promised to take care of all Thor- 
son’s financial needs in exchange 
for companionship and sex. Two 
years later, a Nevada judge threw 
Thorson’s lawsuit out of court by 
holding that a “money for sex” 
arrangement was prostitution, 
which even in Nevada did not en¬ 
title Thorson to a permanent 
share of Liberace’s income. Thor¬ 
son’s lawyers refused to drop the 
matter, though, and in 1986, Lib¬ 
erace agreed to a final payment of

‘Positive Women, Positive Art’ 
exhibit celebrates Women’s Day

I ali Boucher is a Bay Area 
■ photographer who has 
channeled her energy into 
putting together an art show, even 
though she cheerfully admits she 
didn’t know much about organiz¬ 
ing one. Things have come to¬ 
gether wonderfully for Boucher 
and the 11 other women whose 
art will be featured at the “Positive 
Women, Positive Art” exhibit and 
sale taking place Saturday, March 
8 and Sunday, March 9 at The 
Women’s Building in San Francis¬ 
co. The weekend event also marks 
International Women’s Day on 
Saturday and is just one event 
during Women’s History Month. 

A variety of art, including 
mixed media paintings, ceramics, 
jewelry, and dream catchers, will 
be on exhibit and available for 
purchase. Many of the women 
artists are HIV-positive, and sev¬ 
eral spoke of the need to give back 
something to their community - 
one that’s often overlooked, at 
least to some extent, in news 
about the epidemic. 

Boucher, who is HIV-positive, 
said she got the idea about four 
months ago. 

“I was talking to my therapist, 
telling her that I was getting de¬ 
pressed making art and shoving it 
in my closet,” Boucher told the 
B.A.R. “My therapist suggested 
having an art show, and it sound¬ 
ed like a good idea. 

“It’s been great. It’s been really 
empowering and has helped me 
feel connected,” she continued. “I 
can’t believe how giving people 
are.” 

“Positive Women, Positive Art” 
is being co-sponsored by the 
Women’s AIDS Network (WAN), 
Women Organized to Respond to 
Life-threatening Diseases 
(WORLD), and the Iris Center. It 
is free and open to the public. Re¬ 
freshments, raffle prizes and other 
items are being donated by local 
businesses for the event. 

The exhibit’s other artists in¬ 
clude Suzin Wisland, whose talent 
is mixed media paintings; Dolores 
Lucas, who specializes in making 
dream catchers; Marla Allen, 
Linda Peach, and Vive Jones, who 
will each have their unique hand¬ 
crafted jewelry exhibited; Donna 
Smith, showing mixed media art; 
Carol Siporen, who specializes in

watercolor art; and Dale Alexan¬ 
der, who will show paintings. 

Elena Montez, who is active 
with the Names Project, will ex¬ 
hibit her handmade quilts.

On Saturday, Nancy LeMoines 
and Sharon Siskin will lead a mask¬ 
making workshop. Participants will 
have an opportunity to create bril¬ 
liant, unique masks. LeMoines said 
there is a sliding scale donation be¬ 
tween “zero and $ 10” to help offset 
the cost of materials. 

The women are excited about 


this show, which many of them 
helped Boucher organize. 

“I’m not HIV-positive, but all 
the addicts I know and used with 
are HIV-positive,” Jones told the 
B.A.R. “I’m a pre- and post-HIV 
counselor.” 

Sonja Mackenzie, with WAN, 
credited Boucher in pulling every¬ 
thing together for the upcoming 
exhibit. “She’s done an incredible 
job.” 

She also hopes “Positive 
Women, Positive Art” will increase 
visibility of women living with 
HIV. AIDS deaths among women 


are on the rise, despite recent news 
reports that heralded a decrease in 
deaths, Mackenzie said. 

Sandi Luna, program coordi¬ 
nator at WORLD, said the most 
important thing is that women 
with HIV are getting a chance to 
express themselves. ▼

Sponsored by the California 
Coalition for Women Prisoners, 
the evening will feature Lorna 
Aquino-Chui, a Riot Act Theatre 
stilt performer; music by Rebecca 
Riots, a Bay Area women’s 


acoustic group; poetry by Chrys- 
tos, a Native American lesbian 
poet; a report from behind the 
walls; and a speak-out by former¬ 
ly incarcerated women. 

The event is wheelchair-acces¬ 
sible, and child care will be pro¬ 
vided. 

Judy Greenspan, of the coali¬ 
tion, said the International 
Women’s Day event will highlight 
the class action lawsuit filed by 
women prisoners in California 
protesting medical neglect and 
charging abuse. The more than 
10,000 women prisoners do not 
have access to adequate gynecolog¬ 
ical care, treatment for chronic di¬ 


abetes, asthma, and lupus, appro¬ 
priate cancer therapies, and 
HIV/AIDS infectious disease spe¬ 
cialists. The lawsuit, Shumate v. 
Wilson, goes to trial in Sacramento 
in the spring, Greenspan said. T

Pharmacokinetics). Rifabutin also substantially reduces saquinavir plasma concentrations by 40%. Other drugs that induce 
CYP3A4 (eg, phenobarbital, phenytoin, dexamethasone, carbamazepine) may also reduce saquinavir plasma concentrations. If 
therapy with such drugs is warranted, physicians should consider using alternatives when a patient is taking INVIRASE. 

Other Potential Interactions: Coadministration of terfenadine, astemizole or cisapride with drugs that are known to be potent 
inhibitors ot the cytochrome P4503A pathway (ie, ketoconazole, itraconazole, etc.) may lead to elevated plasma concentrations of 
terfenadine, astemizole or cisapride, which may in turn prolong QT intervals leading to rare cases ot serious cardiovascular 
adverse events. Although INVIRASE is not a strong inhibitor of cytochrome P4503A, pharmacokinetic interaction studies with 
INVIRASE and terfenadine, astemizole or cisapride have not been conducted. Physicians should use alternatives to terfenadine, 
astemizole or cisapride when a patient is taking INVIRASE. Other compounds that are substrates of CYP3A4 (eg, calcium channel 
blockers, clindamycin, dapsone, quinidine, triazolam) may have elevated plasma concentrations when coadministered with 
INVIRASE; therefore, patients should be monitored for toxicities associated with such drugs. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis and Impairment ol Fertility: Carcinogenesis: Carcinogenicity studies in rats and mice hare not 
yet been completed. 

Mutagenesis: Mutagenicity and genotoxicity studies, with and without metabolic activation where appropriate, have shown that 
saquinavir has no mutagenic activity in vitro in either bacterial (Ames test) or mammalian cells (Chinese hamster lung V79/HPRT 
test). Saquinavir does not induce chromosomal damage in vivo in the mouse micronucleus assay or in vitro in human peripheral 
blood lymphocytes, and does not induce primary DNA damage in vitro in the unscheduled DNA synthesis test. 

Impairment ol Fertility: Fertility and reproductive performance were not affected in rats at plasma exposures (AUC values) up to 
five times those achieved in humans at the recommended dose 

Pregnancy: Teratogenic Effects: Category B. Reproduction studies conducted with saquinavir in rats have shown no embryotoxi- 
dty or teratogenicity at plasma exposures (AUC values) up to five times those achieved in humans at the recommended dose or 
in rabbits at plasma exposures four times those achieved at the recommended clinical dose. Studies in rats indicated that expo¬ 
sure to saquinavir from late pregnancy through lactation at plasma concentrations (AUC values) up to five times those achieved in 
humans at the recommended dose had no effect on the survival, growth and development of offspring to weaning. Because 
animal reproduction studies are not always predictive of human response, INVIRASE should be used during pregnancy after 
taking into account the importance of the dnig to the mother. Presently, there are no reports of infants being born after women 
receiving INVIRASE in clinical trials became pregnant. 

Horsing Mothers: The US Public Health Service Centers for Disease Control and Prevention advises HIV-infected women not to 
breastfeed to avoid postnatal transmission of HIV to a child who may not yet be infected. It is not known whether INVIRASE is 
excreted in human milk. 

Pediatric Use: Safety and effectiveness of WVtRASE in HIV-infected children or adolescents younger than 16 years of age have 
not been established. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS (see PRECAUTIONS): The safety of INVIRASE was studied in 688 patients who received the drug either 
alone or in combination with zidovudine (ZOV) and/or HMD" (zalcitabine, ddC). The majority of adverse events were of mild 
intensity. The most frequently reported adverse events among patients receiving INVIRASE (excluding those toxicities known to 
be associated with ZOV and HMD when used In combinations) were diarrhea, abdominal discomfort and nausea. 

INVIRASE did nek alter the pattern, frequency or severity of known major toxicities associated with the use of HMD and/or ZOV 
Physicians should refer to the complete product information for these drugs (or other antiretroviral agents as appropriate) for 
drug-associated adverse reactions to other nucleoside analogues. 

In an open-label protocol, NV15TI4, in which 33 patients received treatment with INVIRASE, ZDV and lamivudine for 4 to 
16 weeks, no unexpected toxicities were reported. 

Table A lists clnicat adverse events that occurred in >2% of patients receiving INVIRASE 600 mg tid alone or in combination with 
ZDV and/or HMD in two trials. Median duration of treatment in NV14255/ACTG229 (triple-combination study) was 48 weeks; 
median duration of treatment among the surrogate analysis cohort analyzed for safety (n=451) in NV14256 was 42 weeks. 

Rare occurrences ot the following serious adverse experiences have been reported during clinical trials of INVIRASE and were 
considered at least possibly related to use of study drugs: confusion, ataxia and weakness; acute myeloblastic leukemia; 
hemolytic anemia; attempted suicide; Stevens-Johnson syndrome; seizures; severe cutaneous reaction associated with increased 
liver function tests; isolated elevation ol transaminases; thrombophlebitis; headache; thrombocytopenia; exacerbation of chronic 
liver disease with Grade 4 elevated liver function tests, jaundice, ascites, and right and left upper quadrant abdominal pain; drug 
fever; pancreatitis leading to death; nephrolithiasis; thrombocytopenia and intracranial hemorrhage leading to death; peripheral 
vasoconstriction; intestinal obstruction. These events were reported from a database of >6000 patients. Over 100 patients on 
saquinavir therapy have been followed for >2 years.

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AIDS Office clarifies 
position on condoms 

Five clubs already provide them all the time

H n two interviews with the Bay 
\ Area Reporter , AIDS Office Di¬ 
ll rector Dr. Mitch Katz has clar¬ 
ified the Department of Public 
Health’s (DPH) position on wide¬ 
spread condom distribution in gay 
bars. He has also acknowledged 
that while rubbers should not be 
viewed as the only means of pre¬ 
venting HIV infection, they are 
one important part of prevention 
strategy and they will be provided 
to “any site that wants them.” 

The AIDS Office director said 
some DPH information has not 
been correctly stated. “All we’re 
trying to say is that condoms alone 
are not really very powerful inter¬ 
vention,” he reiterated. “Condoms 
are one important part of preven¬ 
tion strategy that needs to be com¬ 
bined with other interventions.” 

Part of the problem with rub¬ 
bers, he said, is that men who are 
drunk or high at a bar tend not to 
think much about condoms. An¬ 
other issue is that a remarkable 
number of people don’t like them. 

“Acceptability of condoms is a 
bigger issue than accessibility,” he 
said, adding, “I don’t want anyone 
to think I’m against condoms. As 
much as we’re doing on HIV pre¬ 
vention, we’re not doing enough.” 

Some community activists 
have been advocating for free 
condoms in all the bars all of the 
time, and not just during pride 
festivities in June. 

Politicians have also raised the 
issue. Supervisor Leslie Katz has 
requested information on con¬ 
dom distribution from Health Di¬ 
rector Dr. Sandra Hernandez at 
the board’s Health, Family, and 
Environment Committee hearing 
this Thursday, March 13. The 
hearing is open to the public. 

Over four months ago, Super¬ 
visor Katz asked for a widespread 
condom distribution plan. Since 
last October, she has received let¬ 
ters from Hernandez that outline 
the city’s current condom pro¬ 
grams, as well as some informa¬ 
tion about a broader plan that 
would target 230 bars that serve 
primarily gay male clientele or 
others at high risk for HIV. 

“We’ve talked with Leslie 
Katz’s office and provided a plan. 
She asked for information on 
what the AIDS Office does cur¬ 
rently and the cost. We provided 
that,” Dr. Katz said. “We had to 
find out the total number of bars 
that serve persons at high risk for 
HIV It’s not my perception that 
there has been any delay, other 
than the delay to get accurate in¬ 
formation.” 

The cost for a distribution pro¬ 
gram targeting 230 bars would be 
$150,000, according to Hernandez. 

Based on that information, 
and $15,000 in prevention funds 
for Stop AIDS Project’s condom 
program that starts in July, Super¬ 
visor Katz estimates it will cost an 
additional $130,000 to get latex in 
all the bars next year. She wants 
DPH to request the money for 
that as part of the department’s 
1997-98 budget. 

Last month, Hernandez told 
the B.A.R. that all of the DPH’s 
data indicate people have unsafe 
sex for a lot of reasons, but lack of 
condom availability isn’t one of 
them.

One person showed 

Marcy Fraser, an AIDS Office 
staff person, wrote to bar owners 
twice last summer. The first letter 
outlined the office’s “Liberty and 
Latex for All” campaign during 
pride week. She said the response 
from bar owners was overwhelm¬ 
ingly positive. 

“No one turned us away,” said 
Fraser, adding they all seemed 
“more than happy” to distribute 
the condoms to customers. 

Fraser’s second letter, sent to 
the 52 gay bars last July, addressed 
ongoing condom distribution. A 
meeting was held on August 6; 
only one person attended besides 
staff, Fraser said. She pointed out, 
however, that only two bar owners 
responded to the letter. Hernandez 
also noted the low response in a 
letter to Supervisor Katz. 

Staff at the Stop AIDS Project 
questioned the low number of re¬ 
spondents. 

“That hasn’t been our experi¬ 
ence,” Patrick Barresi told the 
B.A.R. “We’ve found bars to be re¬ 
ceptive to taking them.” 

Dan Wohlfeiler said the agency 
has been working with bar own¬ 
ers regularly. The outreach in¬ 
cludes spending time with bar 
owners to find out what might 
make them resistant to condom 
distribution such as placing con¬ 
dom baskets behind the counter 
as opposed to on the counter, he 
explained. 

“Bar owners want to serve 
their drinks and make money, but 
they really want to do something,” 
Wohlfeiler told the B.A.R. 

The current funding of 
$15,000 only allows the agency to 
target 20 bars, he said. 

List not confidential 

On Thursday, February 20, the 
Bay Area Reporter requested the 
list of the bars that received Fras¬ 
er’s letter last summer. Initially, 
Fraser refused to provide the doc¬ 
uments, saying they were confi¬ 
dential. 

“We want a good relationship 
with the bars,” was Fraser’s only 
comment. 

Supervisor Susan Leal learned 
of the paper’s request and also ex¬ 
pressed an interest in seeing the in¬ 
formation. Her staff was directed 
to make inquiries into the matter. 

Leal’s staff contacted the City 
Attorney’s office to determine the 
legality of the AIDS Office’s deci¬ 


sion, with relation to the state’s 
Ralph M. Brown Act and the city’s 
Sunshine Ordinance. Both require 
government offices to make most 
documents, such as letters sent by 
the office, available to the press. 

Several hours later, the news¬ 
paper received the information 

Dr. Mitch Katz maintained his 
office had “no problem” providing 
the information to the paper. 

Stand out bars 

Over the last two weeks, the 
B.A.R. has started contacting 
owners and managers of gay bars 
in an attempt to learn if they cur¬ 
rently provide free condoms for 
customers, or whether they would 
be interested in distributing rub¬ 
bers if a city program was in 
place. Several predominantly gay 
bars currently have condoms 
available free for customers year 
round. 

Barresi said when he thinks of 
condoms in bars, one business is 
significantly better than others. 
“One bar stands out, and that’s 
Daddy’s. They buy their own con¬ 
doms.” 

Daddy’s, a leather bar in the 
heart of the Castro, has been 
freely giving out the latex since 
November 3,1995, the day owner 
Philip Turner opened his doors.

State held liable for 
indigent medical care

T he California Supreme 
Court has ruled that the 
obligation to pay for med¬ 
ical care for the poor lies with the 
state rather than counties. 

The court held Monday, 
March 3 that San Diego County 
is entitled to reimbursement for 
the costs of providing health care 
services to adults who formerly 
received MediCal because they 
could not afford medical ser¬ 
vices. 

The state argued that because 
San Diego had statutory discre¬ 


tion to set eligibility and service 
standards, there was no mandate 
for reimbursement. 

But the court says the state ex¬ 
aggerated the extent of a county’s 
discretion, because counties can¬ 
not refuse medical care to indi¬ 
gent persons. 

The court ordered the case 
back to the Commission on State 
Mandates to determine whether, 
and by what amount, state stan¬ 
dards of care forced San Diego to 
incur costs in excess of the funds 
provided by the state. 

The commission will also de¬ 
termine the monetary remedy to 
which San Diego is entitled. 


In the dissent, Justice Joyce 
Kennard wrote that the coun¬ 
ties’ win may be a “Pyrrhic vic¬ 
tory.” 

Kennard said that in anticipa¬ 
tion of the court’s decision, the 
state enacted legislation that will 
drastically reduce the counties’ 
share of other state revenue. 

In 1991, the Legislature added 
a section to the Revenue and Tax¬ 
ation Code that moneys collected 
by the Department of Motor Ve¬ 
hicles for the Local Revenue Fund 
would cease to be operative fol¬ 
lowing a decision of state liability 
for medical services to indigent 
adults. ▼ 


adopt a child. The bill will pro¬ 
hibit a social worker from stating 
or advocating that adoption by an 
unmarried couple is not in the 
best interest of the child based 
solely upon the couple’s marital 
status. The bill addresses a cur¬ 
rently-pending adoption regula¬ 
tion which may force social work¬ 
ers to recommend against gay and 
lesbian couples as adoptive par¬ 
ents. This bill will prevent gay and 
lesbian adoptive parents from 
being discriminated against in the 
adoptive process. 

• AB 101, carried by Sheila 
Kuehl, reintroduces a bill that 
adds sexual orientation to the list 
of groups protected from dis¬ 
crimination in schools. Called the 
“Dignity for All Students Bill,” it 
has been referred to the Assembly 
Higher Education Committee and 
a hearing is set for March 18. 

• AB 257, carried by Antonio 
Villaraigosa, (D-LA), adds sexual 
orientation to the existing condi¬ 
tions of discrimination addressed 
by the Fair Employment and 
Housing Act. The bill is currently 
on the Assembly Desk and will 
probably be heard in Assembly Ju¬ 
diciary sometime in April. 

• AB 492, introduced by Fred 
Keeley (D-Monterey). will clean 
up problems of sexual orientation 
presented in the Labor Code. Al¬ 
though the code now bars dis¬ 
crimination due to sexual orien¬ 
tation, complainants have only 30 
days from the date of the incident 
to file discrimination charges, 
versus other protected groups 
which have a year. The bill clari¬ 
fies the exemption to the discrim¬ 
ination status for religious orga¬ 
nizations granted in AB 2601. 
That bill, passed in 1992, was in¬ 
tended to exempt only religious 
organizations, but has been inter¬ 
preted by the Labor Commis¬ 
sioner to apply to all non-profit 
organizations with the exemp¬ 
tion. Under FEHA and the Labor 
Code, only religious organiza¬ 
tions should be exempt, and this 
legislation clarifies that status. 
The bills are expected to be heard 
in the Assembly Labor Commit¬ 
tee in mid-April. 

• AB 1059, introduced by Ca¬ 
role Migden (D-San Francisco), 
provides that the term “eligible 
spouse” in the Health and Safety 
and Insurance Codes will in¬ 
clude domestic partners for pur¬ 
poses of extending healthcare 
benefits. Will probably be heard 
in Assembly Health Committee 
in April. 

• SB 841, introduced by Tom 
Hayden (D-LA), deals with public 
contracts and provides that the 
state may not contract or enter 
into any other agreement with a 
contractor that discriminates in 


the provision of benefits between 
employees with spouses and em¬ 
ployees with domestic partners. 
Currently this bill is on the Senate 
Desk and will probably be heard 
in Senate Judiciary Committee in 
April. 

A word from our 
malefactors 

No legislative session would be 
complete without bills from the 
opposition, and a couple to watch 
would be AB 800 by Bob Margett 
(R-LA) and SB 911 by Pete 
Knight (R-San Bernardino). Both 
deal with the Defense of Marriage 
Act. The identical bills seek to 
prohibit California from recog¬ 
nizing same gender marriages 
performed in other states. The 
bills seek to protect the com¬ 
pelling interest of “social order, 
encouraged by fostering procre¬ 
ation and promoting the optimal 
development of children within a 
marital setting.” 

They also claim to keep “the 
institution of marriage fortified 
and protected rather than being 
further undermined and weak¬ 
ened by fundamentally redefining 
the institution ... to apply to any 
consenting persons regardless of 
gender or number” and “the 
state’s treasury protected from the 
financial burden of providing 
millions of dollars for spousal 
healthcare, retirement, and other 
benefits associated with state 
recognition of marriages other 
than between one man and one 
woman.” 

Additional provisions of the 
bills could jeopardize benefits cur¬ 
rently received in cities and coun¬ 
ties that have passed domestic 
partners benefits legislation. The 
bills will likely be heard in April in 
the Senate and Assembly Judicia¬ 
ry Committees respectively. 

• AB 424, introduced by Steve 
Baldwin (R-San Diego), prohibits 
the phase out of armed forces 
training units on post-secondary 
campuses, and would make it 
state public policy to allow those 
units and recruiters access to any 
campus of any public post-sec¬ 
ondary educational unit. It would 
prohibit the removal and phase¬ 
out of those programs and re¬ 
quires reinstatement of those pro¬ 
grams previously removed. This 
bill will probably be heard in As¬ 
sembly Higher Education in 
April. T

eration.” 

A brief overview of current 
bills of interest to the lesbian and 
gay community: 

• AB 54, carried by Willard 
Murray (D-Paramount), is ex¬ 
pected to be heard in Assembly 
Judiciary Committee in mid- 
March. This bill supports domes¬ 
tic partnership and would pro¬ 
vide a statewide domestic part¬ 
nership registry and hospital vis¬ 
itation and conservatorship 
rights for domestic partners. 
Under current law there is no 
statewide recognition of relation¬ 
ship status, therefore a partner 
cannot provide healthcare bene¬ 
fits for his/her partner or part¬ 
ner’s children. In the absence of a 
will there is no automatic right of 
inheritance for the partner or 
children including estate, assets, 
and retirement benefits; hospital 
visitation is not a legal right; and 
there in no legal provision for de¬ 
cisions regarding hospital treat¬ 
ment and care. This bill would 
remedy the current lack of part¬ 
nership rights. 

• AB 53, also carried by Mur¬ 
ray, has been referred to Assembly 
Judiciary and is expected to be 
heard in mid-March. This bill 
provides that an unmarried adult, 
a married couple, or two adults 
who are not legally married may

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Washington sends docs 
confusing pot letter

T he Clinton administration 
tried to buy itself some 
breathing room on medical 
use of marijuana in a Thursday, 
February 27 letter to the Califor¬ 
nia Medical Association. But the 
effort by the Departments of Jus¬ 
tice and Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices only seems to have rein¬ 
forced skepticism. 

The letter expressed concern 
that “several misperceptions have 
developed concerning the federal 
government’s response” to the 
California measure approved by 
voters. It went out of its way to as¬ 
sure the CMA in two paragraphs 
that “No ‘gag rule’ stops physi¬ 
cians from engaging in these dis¬ 
cussions” of the risks and benefits 
of medical marijuana. 

But the subsequent paragraph 
seemed to say, we really didn’t 
mean what we just wrote. It con¬ 
tinued: “Such discussions, howev¬ 
er, have their limits. Physicians 
may not intentionally provide 
their patients with oral or written 
statements in order to enable 
them to obtain controlled sub¬ 
stances in violation of the law.” 
And it repeated threats to pull the 
prescription authority of those

who do. 

The second page of the letter 
bashed marijuana for lacking “sci¬ 
entific testing” which proves it is 
an effective drug. It extensively 
trumpeted negative aspects of the 
weed. 

The letter went on at length 
about “additional steps” the gov¬ 
ernment was taking. It cited the 
NIH panel of experts that consid¬ 
ered medical marijuana at a meet¬ 
ing February 19-20. But it man¬ 
aged to omit mention of the 
unanimous conclusion of the

“Stop AIDS Project connected 
me with a supplier, and I get a re¬ 
duced rate because I don’t sell them. 
I spend about $178 every two 
months,” Turner told the B.A.R. 

That’s about $1,068 per year. 

Daddy’s has a basket at each 
station where drinks are served. 
The bar backs are responsible for 
making sure the baskets are kept 
stocked. 

Four other bars have rubbers all 
the time: Polk Gulch Saloon, and 
the Castro Station, both owned by 
Steve Valone; the Cafe, managed by 
Morgan Gorrono; and the Pilsner 
Inn, owned by Pat Conlin. 

Turner said he has “talked up” 
the idea of condoms in the bars 
with other owners over the years, 
with largely unsuccessful results. 
But to him, it simply makes good 
business sense. 

“If nothing else, bar owners 
should think about preserving 
their clientele,” he said. “I say the 
cost is negligible. 

“These kids are out here [at 
gay bars] meeting each other in a 
very social setting. Let’s face it, 
they pair up, go home, and play. If 
they can reach over and grab 
some protection, well, that’s what 
I’m here to do,” said Turner. 

Said Castro Station’s Valone, 
“We’ve had condoms for a couple 
of years now. We get them from 
Projecto ContraSIDA por Vida.” 
He, too, thinks rubbers should be 
available at all of the bars. 

Gorrono said condoms are 
provided from DPH, and the 
Cafe’s had them for the last seven 
months. 

Barresi and Turner were asked 
why more bar owners don’t pro¬ 
vide free condoms, and what it 
would take to make that happen. 
Barresi said an intern at Stop AIDS 
Project studied the issue of barri¬ 
ers to having condoms at the bars. 

“One thing we uniformly 
found is all [bar owners in the 
study] agreed condom distribu¬ 


tion is a good thing,” Barresi said. 
“They like that it [condom distri¬ 
bution] is a very concrete, not ab¬ 
stract prevention tool,” said Bar¬ 
resi. 

Personal responsibility 

Some bar owners do have is¬ 
sues around free latex. Some may 
feel it’s interfering in the sex lives 
of their customers, despite the ob¬ 
vious fact that many customers 
have sex with someone they’ve 
met at a bar. Barresi said some 
owners don’t think their role is to 
nose into their customers’ sex 
lives, and some view handing out 
condoms as being nosy. 

There are other reasons too, 
including the belief that it’s a per¬ 
sonal responsibility issue. 

“It’s everyone’s personal re¬ 
sponsibility for themselves. We’re 
not Big Brother, but we want 
them available,” said Kevin 
Owens, owner of the Lone Star 
Saloon, a popular South of Mar¬ 
ket gay bar. 

Owens said that “it’s absolute¬ 
ly a good idea” to have latex at all 
the bars all of the time. But the 
condoms need to be provided by 
DPH or an agency that contracts 
with them to distribute them, 
such as Stop AIDS Project. 

Owens, who has owned the 
Lone Star since October 1993, 
told the B.A.R. his establishment 
has distributed condoms on spe¬ 
cial occasions in the past, includ¬ 
ing Pride weekend and the Fol¬ 
som Street Fair. 

“A few months ago, we had a 
bucket of condoms,” Owens said. 

The bucket was empty during 
the recent International Bear Ren¬ 
dezvous. 

“If I had them, I’d put them 
out,” he said, adding there is in¬ 
formation geared at young adults 
in the bathrooms. ▼

panel that marijuana “looks 
promising enough to recommend 
there shquld be some controlled 
studies,” for a number of medical 
uses. 

Marj Plumb, director of public 
policy for the San Francisco-based 
Gay and Lesbian Medical Associa¬ 
tion, found the letter “very inter¬ 
esting.” She said, “It means that 
they are really not hearing the 
outcry from physicians saying, 
‘You can’t do this, you can’t come 
into our examination rooms like 
this.’ 

“They still see this as part of 
their war on drugs and as a polit¬ 
ical issue. I question their com¬ 
mitment to really looking at the 
research to back up what physi¬ 
cians already know, that this is a 
useful drug for some patients.” 

Gary Rose, with the AIDS Ac¬ 
tion Council, is “encouraged” by 
what he sees as a small step taken 
by the administration to move 
away from its hard line position. 
He believes the law suit filed in 
California “is going to drive poli¬ 
cy” and eventually force the ad¬ 
ministration to accept medical 
judgment as the basis for policy 
on medical marijuana. 

Plumb concluded, “The dis¬ 
cussion between the patient and 
the provider has to be free of any 
intervention, of any bias, of any 
gag rules, of any constriction at 
all.” T

F or the second consecutive 
year, the Billy DeFrank Cen¬ 
ter in San Jose will host a 
networking meeting for Northern 
and Central California gay com¬ 
munity centers next Saturday, 
March 8. About 15 centers, a few 
of which have opened in the last 
three months, are expected to be 
represented, said Ralph Serpe, ex¬ 
ecutive director at the DeFrank 
center. 

Board members from the 
Community Center Project 
(CCP) in San Francisco will be 
among some 60 people represent¬ 
ing community centers in various 
cities. Serpe said others who are 
interested in developing gay com¬ 
munity centers are welcome to at¬ 
tend the free event. 

Scott Shafer, a board member 
of San Francisco’s CCP, said sev¬ 
eral people from the CCP board 
will be going to the meeting. 

“There is a very vibrant com¬ 
munity center movement 
throughout the state and coun¬ 
try,” Shafer told the B.A.R. “These 
regional meetings are very help¬ 
ful. They energize people, and 
people can share ideas.” 

The CCP plans to launch a 
$2.5 million capital campaign this 
spring. A design competition is 
underway for the building, locat¬ 
ed at Market and Octavia streets. 
The winning architectural firm 
will be announced at a public pre¬ 
sentation on Sunday, April 19. 

Coming together 

Serpe, who is on the planning 
board of the National Association 
of Gay and Lesbian Community 
Centers, said that when he used to 
attend meetings, he would be the 
only person there from Northern 
California. He thought that was 
unusual, given the large gay com¬ 


munity in this part of the state. 

“Last January [1996] was the 
first time we all came together,” 
Serpe told the B.A.R ., referring to 
the first gathering. “We had 11 cen¬ 
ters. It wasn’t a competitive thing; 
it was a really great experience.” 

Serpe said that Kerry I obel, 
executive director of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
(NGLTF), will be attending the 
networking meeting, along with 
Richard Burns, director of the gay 
community center in New York. 
Digital Queers and the Horizons 
Foundation will also be repre¬ 
sented, he said. 

Serpe said the centers that have 
opened in the last three months 
are in Walnut Creek, Eureka, and 
San Luis Obispo. Additionally, a 
center in Medford, Oregon has 
just opened; representatives from 
that center also plan to attend the 
San Jose meeting. 

Other people at the meeting 
will be from Spectrum Center in 
San Anselmo, the Pride Center 
Sonoma County in Santa Rosa, 
the Pacific Center in Berkeley, and 
gay and lesbian community cen¬ 
ters in Fremont, Santa Cruz, 
Sacramento, and Chico. 

At the meeting, Serpe said 
people will introduce themselves 
and tell where their center is and 
what they do at the center. 

“Each center has a different 
focus,” he said. 

Serpe encouraged people in¬ 
terested in attending to call him to 
register. The Billy DeFrank Center 
received a grant from Pacific Bell 
to offset meeting costs. ▼

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Spanners lose in 
European court

T he leather community was 
dealt a blow February 19 
when the European Court of 
Human Rights ruled unanimous¬ 
ly to uphold the verdict in the 
Spanner case, known officially as 
Regina vs. Brown. 

The verdict came two months 
earlier than originally expected. 

The Spanner case involved 15 
men in the U.K. who were arrest¬ 
ed in 1990 for practicing consen¬ 
sual sadomasochism (SM). A 
three-year police investigation 
code-named Operation Spanner 
uncovered private videotapes 
showing the men engaged in 
sadomasochistic activities, for 
which they were arrested, tried, 
and sentenced to prison. The 
judges in the initial court case 
ruled that consent was immateri¬ 
al in cases of bodily harm. In an 
bizarre twist, the men who partic¬ 
ipated in the activities as bottoms 
were accused of aiding and abet¬ 
ting assaults upon themselves. 

The Spanner defendants 
brought their case before the Law 
Lords, the highest court of appeal 
in the U.K. In March 1993, that 
court upheld the original verdict 
in a split decision, ruling that the 
government has a right to inter¬ 
vene in private behavior in de¬ 
fense of “health and public 
morals.” Three of the original de¬ 
fendants - Roland Jaggard, Tony 
Brown, and Colin Laskey - then 
appealed the case to the European 
Court in Strasbourg, France last 
October (Laskey has since died, as 
has another of the original defen¬ 
dants, Alan Oversby, also known 
as Mr. Sebastien). Ail three of the 
defendants lost their jobs, and 
Jaggard was forced to undergo 
psychiatric treatment. 

Countdown on Spanner/Span¬ 
ner Trust was organized to call at¬ 
tention to the case and raise 
money for legal expenses; several 
such fundraising events have been 
held in the Bay Area in recent 
years. After more than a year of 
preparation, the court proceed¬ 
ings lasted only three hours. 

The nine judges ruled that “the 
state has an incontestable right to 
regulate through the penal code 
practices which can harm the 
body. The determination of what 
level of harm to tolerate when the 
victim consents is first and fore¬ 
most up to the state authorities.” 
The court agreed that it was “un¬ 
questionably one of the roles of 
the state to regulate activities 
which involve the infliction of 
physical harm,” and that it is “the 
prerogative of the state on moral 
grounds to deter acts of the kind 
in question.” The defendants had 
engaged in activities that includ¬ 
ed whipping, piercing, and geni¬ 
tal torture. None of the men sus¬ 
tained permanent injury or even 
required first aid. 

Concept of private life 

In a concurring addendum to 
the ruling, Judge Pettiti stated that 
“the concept of private life cannot 
be stretched indefinitely. The dan¬ 
gers of unrestrained permissive¬ 
ness, which can lead to debauchery, 
pedophilia and torture of others, 
has been highlighted at the World 
Conference in Stockholm [on the 
sexual abuse of children]. The pro¬ 
tection of private life means the 
protection of a person’s intimacy 
and dignity, not the protection of 


his baseness or the promotion of 
criminal immoralism.” He con¬ 
cluded that the convictions were 
“necessary in a democratic society 
for the protection of health.” 

Pettiti further suggested that 
the ruling in this case should lead 
to an expansion of Paragraph 43 
of the European Charter to allow 
national governments “to regulate 
and punish practices of sexual 
abuse that are demeaning, even if 
they do not involve the infliction 
of physical harm.” 

As the Spanner case wended its 
way through the appeals process, 
substantial changes have occurred 
in British public opinion and offi¬ 


or the economic well-being of the 
country, for the prevention of dis¬ 
order or crime, for the protection 
of health or morals, or for the 
protection of the rights and free¬ 
doms of others.” 

The British government based 
its counter-argument on the 
“health and morals” clause. In 
general, the legal system in Eu¬ 
rope does not manifest the strong 
emphasis on individual rights and 
civil liberties that is the basis of 
much U.S. jurisprudence. 

The Spanner defendants also 
claimed that they were discrimi¬ 
nated against because of their sex¬ 
ual orientation. As evidence, they

cial attitudes toward consensual 
SM. As Kellan Farshea, organizer 
of Countdown on Spanner, stated, 
“the climate of opinion in Britain 
regarding SM has changed immea¬ 
surably” over the past five years. 
“This decision may once have had 
a mandate in public opinion, but it 
does not now. We have seen a 
marked shift away from pure con¬ 
demnation towards a laissez-faire 
attitude. What we do in private, 
and what we do with our own 
bodies, is a matter for us to decide.” 

Even the Times of London as¬ 
serted in an editorial that the rul¬ 
ing of the Law Lords in the case was 
“illiberal nonsense.” Since the orig¬ 
inal convictions, England’s Crown 
Prosecution Service has changed its 
guidelines such that the arrests in 
the Spanner case would be unlike¬ 
ly to occur today. In addition, the 
British Law Commission has rec¬ 
ommended that the laws on con¬ 
sent be amended to permit SM ac¬ 
tivity that does not result in serious 
or disabling injury. 

At the same time, however, 
U.K. authorities have moved 
against several SM-related events 
and organizations over the past 
two years. 

Not a human rights court 

The European Court grew out 
of the European Convention on 
Human Rights in 1950. In recog¬ 
nition of the diversity of values 
and legal standards in the signato¬ 
ry countries, the convention em¬ 
bodies the principal of non-inter¬ 
vention in the affairs of nations. 
The European Court is a political 
court, and does not focus on en¬ 
suring the human rights of indi¬ 
viduals. It is not expected that the 
Spanner ruling will have sweeping 
implications, since it essentially 
reaffirms the principal that deci¬ 
sions regarding whether and how 
to regulate individuals’ private be¬ 
havior are largely under the juris¬ 
diction of the country in question. 

The defendants in the case at¬ 
tempted to argue that their right 
to a private life had been infringed 
by the British court’s ruling. Arti¬ 
cle 8 of the European Convention 
states that “everyone has the right 
to respect for his private and fam¬ 
ily life, his home and his corre¬ 
spondence,” and that “there shall 
be no interference by a public au¬ 
thority with the exercise of this 
right except such as in accordance 
with the law and is necessary in a 
democratic society in the interests 
of national security, public safety 


cited the case of “the bottom¬ 
branding couple,” which involved 
a Doncaster, U.K. man who was 
arrested and convicted after a 
doctor reported to police that the 
man had branded his wife’s but¬ 
tocks, albeit at her request. An ap¬ 
peals court overturned the con¬ 
viction, ruling that the private 
sexual activities of a married cou¬ 
ple conducted in their own home 
was not a matter for the law. 

The Strasbourg judges rejected 
the bias claim, stating that the cases 
were not comparable because the 
injuries sustained in the branding

SF to get $2M 
more in AIDS funds 

No cuts in any service categories

gi% an Francisco has received 
$2 million more in federal 
Ryan White CARE Act 
money than expected, the city an¬ 
nounced Tuesday, March 4. Ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Gene Copello, 
chief of health and prevention 
services, that means there will be 
no cuts in any service categories 
for the 1997-98 funding cycle. 

The eligible metropolitan area 
(EMA) includes San Francisco, 
San Mateo, and Marin counties. 
Copello said San Mateo and 
Marin will receive $2.1 million 
and $1.3 million respectively. San 
Francisco’s total in CARE funds 
will be $37.3 million. Between the 
unexpected $2 million and city’s 
general fund money, Copello said 
AIDS/HIV services funded by 
CARE will not be reduced. 

“I’m delighted,” Copello told 
the B.A.R. “We did really well. We 
were told by the Health Resources 
Services Agency [HRSA] that we 
did very well.” 

Copello explained there are 
two funding parts to Ryan White 
funds: the formula, which is a cal¬ 
culated amount; and the supple¬ 
mental, which is a competitive 
process with all EMAs in the 
country. He said San Francisco’s 
application for the competitive 
funds has “proven once again” the 
city’s leadership and experience 


in AIDS services. 

During last year’s prioritiza¬ 
tion process, Copello told mem¬ 
bers of the Mayor’s HIV Health 
Services Planning Council that 
the amount from the supplemen¬ 
tal award was not known. 

“I was conservative from the 
beginning,” Copello said, refer¬ 
ring to estimates of CARE fund¬ 
ing. 

Council member William 
Carter said he was not the least bit 
surprised San Francisco did so 
well. 

“The issue to me, along with 
how much [money] we get, is 
what we do with it,” Carter told 
the B.A.R ., adding he sees fund¬ 
ing in some service categories as 


an issue to discuss. 

He said he is more concerned 
with Governor Pete Wilson’s pro¬ 
posal to take CARE money from 
the nine EMAs in California to 
help fund the AIDS Drug Assis¬ 
tance Program (ADAP). 

Copello said he’ll discuss the 
award letter from HRSA with the 
council at its meeting on Monday, 
March 10. ▼ 


The planning council meeting 
starts at 4:30 p.m. and will be 
held in the sixth floor 
conference room at the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, 10 
United Nations Plaza, at 
Seventh and Market streets. 


U.S. records first 
drop in AIDS deaths

Federal health researchers say the number of deaths from 
AIDS declined in the first half of 1996, the first drop since the 
epidemic began in 1980. In a report issued Thursday, February 
27 by the Centers of Disease Control and Prevention in Atlanta, 
officials say deaths from AIDS decreased 12 percent in the first 
six months of 1996 compared to the same period in 1995. 

Federal researchers listed 50,000 AIDS deaths in 1995. During 
the first six months of 1996 there were 22,000 deaths. ▼

fight must continue if people with 
AIDS are to survive. It’s unfath¬ 
omable that after ten years, a 
movement is still struggling for 
the same issues, and incredible 
that a patients’ rights action group 
is still on the front lines. ACT UP 
is alive and well in the continuing 
battle because AIDS is not over! 

The following are ten reasons 
why direct action is still needed if 
AIDS is to be wiped out: 

1) Drug development: New 
drugs must be made in order to 
combat the ferocious mutant ca¬ 
pabilities of the HIV virus. People 
with AIDS need more options for 
treatment. According to several 
studies, more than 15% of people 
with HIV will not respond or 
“fail” current triple therapy. Con¬ 
trolling the complicated resis¬ 
tance, compliance, and toxicity of 
anti-HIV regimens is something 
researchers must reckon with. A 
concentrated focus and plan for 
upcoming development in basic 
science and in the clinic for new 
generations of treatments is need¬ 
ed to truly conquer AIDS. 

2) Access to healthcare for all: 
The irony of inaccessibility to 
drugs and healthcare in light of all 
the treatment progress being 
made is outrageous. Costs are out 
of line, causing drug assistance 
programs and Medicaid to be 
broke. Our healthcare delivery 
system is about to implode. Con¬ 
gress and the administration must 
come to terms with the failure of 
our healthcare delivery system. 

3) Immune-based research:

Broken immune systems need to 
be repaired, even in light of the 
new promising antivirals. CMV 
(cytomegalovirus) is appearing in 
people with CD4 counts of over 
200 who have had dramatic rises 
in T-cells after success with triple 
drug regimens. This information 
leads us to ask, what kind of func¬ 
tioning cells are left to ward off 
further infection? Scientists must 
get over their egotist stranglehold 
on the sexy antiviral arena and 
allow immune-based re¬ 
searchers their moment 
of discovery. 

4) Universal ( 
healthcare instead of 
managed care: The ex¬ 
pense of the healthcare 
industry and demise of fee- 
forrservice system is 
causing practices to 
close and qualified 
HIV doctors to be 
forced out of practice. 

Recent studies have shown that 
patients treated by knowledgeable 
AIDS physicians survive longer. 
Managed care clearly will not 
serve the needs of people with 
AIDS, let alone the elderly, people 
with heart disease, and cancer. In 
the ’90s, managing people’s 
healthcare has become managing 
profitability. It has become a sys¬ 
tem of greed and neglect. Kaiser 
Permanente is a prototype of how 
an HMO can be forced to provide 
services. It took ACT UP/Golden 
Gate, with the support of Supervi¬ 
sor Tom Ammiano, to change 
Kaiser’s ways. The Kaiser upheaval 
was meant to be a precedent-set- 
ting example for how all other 
HMOs must provide for the needs 
of their patients. Kaiser, however, 


AIDS” across the country. 

The ACT UP/Golden Gate 
chapter has done a lot since it 
formed in 1990, Lauro said. 
Among the long list of accom¬ 
plishments are reductions in drug 
prices, and expanding access to 
numerous HIV/AIDS treatments; 
leading the way for federal Food 
and Drug Administration (FDA) 
approval of protease inhibitors; 
ensuring targeted prevention ef¬ 
forts; providing weekly AIDS 
treatment articles; and improving 
care for patients at Kaiser hospi¬ 
tals by forcing the giant health 
maintenance organization to pro¬ 
vide access to viral load tests and 
human growth hormone. 

“The time is long overdue for 
the numerable workers from all 
the more prosperous AIDS agen¬ 
cies forged by us putting our asses 
on the line when needed, and 
their clients, to do their part - to 
show up on March 10 and say, 
Thank you’ to the activists whose 
skill, savvy, anger, and courage 
have left us a legacy that we can all 
be proud of,” said Lauro. 

Doctors, PWAs, executive di¬ 
rectors, people swallowing free 
protease inhibitors or getting free 
viral load tests, support service 
workers, planning council mem¬ 
bers, nurses, and others who have 
benefited from ACT UP/Golden 
Gate’s work but from whom the 
group seldom hears, are also 
urged to help honor the many 
achievements ACT UP has made 
in the last decade, organizers 
added. ▼

is only the tip of the iceberg. 

5) Lift the ban on needle ex¬ 
change funding: Innumerable 
studies have shown the safety and 
effectiveness of needle exchange. 
Recently, the door to federal fund¬ 
ing of local needle exchange pro¬ 
grams was cracked open by Secre¬ 
tary of Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Donna Shalala, who au¬ 
thored a letter and report recog¬ 
nizing that needle exchange is ef¬ 
fective at reducing HIV and other 

blood-borne diseases. Unfortu¬ 
nately, there was no men¬ 
tion of lifting the ban on 
federal funding for nee¬ 
dle exchange, some¬ 
thing the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration has been 
given the power to do 
by Congress. Injection 
drug users have the 
fastest-growing inci¬ 
dence of new HIV 
infection. They are 
front-line casualties in the politi¬ 
cally motivated war on drugs. 

6) Modified and strengthened 
prevention programs: Prevention 
efforts must meet the changing 
demographics of the disease and 
educate injection drug users and 
at-risk youth. It is past time for in¬ 
formation about condom usage 
and clean needles to be up-front, 
open and honest, and for preven¬ 
tion programs to deal with the re¬ 
ality of gay youth. 

7) An acceptable national 
leader for directing efforts against 
AIDS: The AIDS czar position has 
been a continuous joke. The job 
has been nothing but a powerless 
mouthpiece for the president. 
Ending AIDS will require a dedi¬ 
cated leader to strategize, plan and 
pull all efforts together. 

8) AIDS careerism must end: 
The money-making machine that 
the epidemic has bred is a dis¬ 
grace and an outrage. Our com¬ 
munity-based organizations have 
become a means for a career. Our 
community must come to terms 
with the realties of the epidemic 
and assess what is useful and 


needed. The pharmaceutical and 
diagnostic industries must be in¬ 
vestigated and scrutinized by con¬ 
gressional hearings for their 
greedy price-gouging. 

9) The global epidemic: Nine¬ 
ty percent of people with AIDS 
are outside of the US. Basic sup¬ 
port such as clean water and shel¬ 
ter, let alone effective treatments, 
are out of reach for most people 
with AIDS in underdeveloped 
countries. The United States must 
play a larger role through funding 
and research. A newly directed in¬ 
ternational effort towards creating 
an effective preventative vaccine is 


crucial. 

10) It ain’t over till it’s over: 
The Centers for Disease Control 
last week announced that AIDS 
deaths have decreased by 13%. 
However, three people still die 
from AIDS every day in San Fran¬ 
cisco; ten die every day in New 
York. Only when people stop suf¬ 
fering and dying should the fight¬ 
ing stop. We must overcome the 
apathy led by the mainstream 
media in their spin that AIDS is 
over. Even though the first act of 
the epidemic may be over, the 
curtain is not down on the final 
act. ▼

By that time, Liberace’s health 
had begun to waver from AIDS. 
Despite an increasingly gaunt ap¬ 
pearance, the entertainer played 
to sold-out crowds in Radio City 
Music Hall, where he made a 
grand entrance by flying above 
the audience on cables. When 
questioned about Liberace’s 
weight loss, his manager told the 
press that Liberace was on a “wa¬ 
termelon diet” and was in gener¬ 
ally good health. Not until Liber¬ 
ace’s coroner held a nationally 
televised press conference was 
AIDS revealed as the cause of 
death, and to this day, some of the 
devoted elderly women who con¬ 
duct tours at the Liberace Muse¬ 
um in Las Vegas insist that Liber¬ 
ace’s so-called homosexuality and 
AIDS are nothing but cruel ru¬ 


mors about a talented bachelor. 

Liberace’s life was replete with 
contradictions about his sexuali¬ 
ty. His autobiography states that 
he lost his virginity to a female 
singer in Milwaukee - yet he gives 
her the classically drag name of 
“Miss Bea Haven.” He would in¬ 
troduce his lover to his audiences 
as his companion - yet he told the 
press that gays were trying to “as¬ 
sassinate” him with Thorson’s 
lawsuit.

(Lewis Arquette). St. Clair engages in a minor 
turf battle with his musical director (Bob Bal- 
aban), and eventually he walks out on the pro¬ 
duction midway through rehearsals when the 
city council refuses his request for $100,000 in 
grant money. Tempers flare, personalities clash, 
and tension mounts as the star-struck local cast 
anxiously awaits the opening night arrival of 
Mr. Guffman, the representative of a big-time 
Broadway production company. 

Close to the edge 

Director Guest coaxes strong performances 
from his entire cast, with each actor playing it 
close to the edge without crossing the line.

hort films are in some ways the ultimate cinematic con-

sional film festival or the filmmaker’s living room. 

Boys Life 2 is the ideal package to counter the notion that 
short films are inherently trivial and unmarketable. The pro¬ 
ducers have put together four strong pieces dealing with con¬ 
temporary gay life and released them as a feature. The films 
deal with controversial topics like teen sexuality and homo¬ 
sexual revenge, and avoid the nagging problems of insularity 
and self-absorption that afflict so much of gay filmmaking.

A Focus on CMV Retinitis 


CMV: A Serious Infection in 
Immunocompromised Patients 

Cytomegalovirus (CMV), a virus of the herpes family, is the 
most common serious viral opportunistic pathogen in HIV¬ 
positive patients. It is estimated that >95% of patients with 
AIDS are CMV seropositive, 1 with up to 46% developing 
CMV retinitis, which may be sight-threatening. 2 5 In one 
study, disseminated CMV was found at autopsy in roughly 
9 of every 10 in this patient population. 6 
Acute infection with CMV is usually asymptomatic and the 
prevalence of CMV antibody in the adult population may be 
as great as 50% to 80%. 7 As with other herpes viruses, CMV 
remains latent within the host and may cause infection if and 
when the immune system becomes compromised. 
Prospective natural history studies have shown that during 
the course of HIV infection, as CD4 counts fall (Figure 1), the 
virus may be reactivated, resulting in viremia. 8 During viremia, 
CMV may disseminate and seed a variety of organs, leading 
to many life- or sight-threatening conditions, including retini¬ 
tis, colitis, esophagitis, hepatitis, pneumonitis, adrenalitis 
and generalized wasting.

CMV: The Most Common Cause 
of Vision Loss Associated with AIDS 7 9 

Often referred to as a “silent” problem, CMV frequently 
begins as asymptomatic peripheral disease. Untreated 
CMV retinitis is a progressive disease, which most often 
ultimately becomes a bilateral disease. 10 Without treat¬ 
ment, CMV retinitis may obliterate the entire retina in 3 to 
6 months. 9 

In the past, management of CMV retinitis relied solely 
on early diagnosis and aggressive lifelong intravenous 
therapy. In January 1995, an oral formulation of an effec¬ 
tive therapeutic agent, ganciclovir, became available for 
maintenance treatment of CMV retinitis. In October 1995, 
oral ganciclovir also became available as preventive 
therapy against CMV disease in individuals with advanced 
HIV infection at risk for developing CMV disease. 

Promising Results from the 
First Oral CMV Prevention Study 

The results of Roche Study 1654, the first oral CMV 
prevention study, were presented at the Second National 
Conference on Human Retroviruses and Related Infections 
in January 1995. 11 This double-blind, randomized, placebo- 
controlled study was designed to determine the safety and 
efficacy of oral ganciclovir (3 grams/day) for the prevention 
of CMV disease. The study included CMV-seropositive or 
urine culture-positive, HIV-infected patients with CD4 
counts <100 cells/mm 3 and a prior AIDS-defining oppor¬ 
tunistic infection and those with <50 cells/mm 3 without a 
prior opportunistic infection. 12 

Nearly 50% Lower Risk of Developing CMV 
Disease After ProphylaxisTreatment with Oral 
Ganciclovir 13 

Over an 18-month study period, the incidence of CMV 
disease was significantly lower in the ganciclovir-treated 
group vs. placebo (p<0.05). 13 The risk of developing CMV 
disease was reduced by 49% in patients treated with oral 
ganciclovir (20% of the ganciclovir patients developed CMV 
disease vs 39% on placebo) (Table 1 ). 13,14

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In addition to decreasing the incidence of CMV disease, 
oral ganciclovir significantly delayed the time to the 
development of disease (Figure 2). 11

Manageable Side Effect Profile 

Oral ganciclovir has a manageable side effect profile, but 
was associated with granulocytopenia, anemia and throm¬ 
bocytopenia. 16 In Study 1654 ganciclovir-treated patients 
were significantly more likely to develop neutropenia (abso¬ 
lute neutrophil count <500 cells mm 3 ,10% vs 6 %)? Colony 
stimulating factors can help manage ganciclovir-related 
neutropenia. Other adverse events included diarrhea, nau¬ 
sea, vomiting, stomach upset, loss of appetite, headache, 
dizziness, tremor, tingling sensation in the fingers and 
weakness. 16 Creatinine elevations 25% over baseline levels 
were also observed. 16 


Summary 

Prevention of CMV disease has been a highly sought-after 
goal. Compared with placebo, oral ganciclovir (3 grams/day) 
has been shown to significantly reduce the incidence 
and time to development of CMV disease among patients 
with advanced HIV infection. 11,16 There was also a decreased 
proportion of zone 1 (sight-threatening) retinitis in the ganci¬ 
clovir-treated group. 

Oral ganciclovir represents a clinically important advance 
in the prevention of CMV disease, including CMV retinitis, 
for those with HIV

WARNINGS: Hematologic: CYTOVENE and CYTOVENE-IV should not be administered if the absolute neu¬ 
trophil count is less than 500 cells/pL or the platelet count is less than 25,000 cells/pL. Granulocytopenia 
(neutropenia), anemia and thrombocytopenia have been observed in patients treated with CYTOVENE-IV and 
CYTOVENE. The frequency and severity of these events vary widely in different patient populations (see 
ADVERSE EVENTS section). 

CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE should, therefore, be used with caution in patients with pre-existing cytopenias or 
with a history of cytopenic reactions to other drugs, chemicals or irradiation. Granulocytopenia usually occurs 
during the first or second week of treatment but may occur at any time during treatment. Cell counts usually be¬ 
gin to recover within 3 to 7 days of discontinuing drug. Colony-stimulating factors have been shown to increase 
neutrophil and white blood cell counts in patients receiving CYTOVENE-IV solution for treatment of CMV retinitis. 
Impairment of Fertility: Animal data indicate that administration of ganciclovir causes inhibition of spermatogene¬ 
sis and subsequent infertility. These effects were reversible at lower doses and irreversible at higher doses (see 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis and Impairment of Fertility in PRECAUTIONS section). Although data in humans 
have not been obtained regarding this effect, it is considered probable that ganciclovir at the recommended dos¬ 
es causes temporary or permanent inhibition of spermatogenesis. Animal data also indicate that suppression of 
fertility in females may occur. 

Teratogenesis: Because of the mutagenic and teratogenic potential of ganciclovir, women of childbearing poten¬ 
tial should be advised to use effective contraception during treatment. Similarly, men should be advised to prac¬ 
tice barrier contraception during and for at least 90 days following treatment with CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE 
{see Pregnancy: Category C). 

PRECAUTIONS: General: In clinical studies with CYTOVENE-IV, the maximum single dose administered was 6 
mg/kg by intravenous infusion over 1 hour. Larger doses have resulted in increased toxicity. It is likely that more 
rapid infusions would also result in increased toxicity (see OVERDOSAGE section). Administration of CYTOVENE- 
IV solution should be accompanied by adequate hydration. 

Initially, reconstituted solutions of C'fi'OVENE-IV have a high pH (pH 11). Despite further dilution in intravenous 
fluids, phlebitis and/or pain may occur at the site of intravenous infusion. Care must be taken to infuse solutions 
containing CYTOVENE-IV only into veins with adequate blood flow to permit rapid dilution and distribution (see 
DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION section in complete product information). 

Since ganciclovir is excreted by the kidneys, normal clearance depends on adequate renal function. IF RENAL 
FUNCTION IS IMPAIRED, DOSAGE ADJUSTMENTS ARE REQUIRED FOR CYTOVENE-IV AND SHOULD BE CON¬ 
SIDERED FOR CYTOVENE CAPSULES. Such adjustments should be based on measured or estimated creatinine 
clearance values, (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION section). 

Information lor Patients: All patients should be intormed that the major toxicities of ganciclovir are granulocy¬ 
topenia (neutropenia), anemia and thrombocytopenia and that dose modifications may be required, including 
discontinuation. The importance of close monitoring of blood counts while on therapy should be emphasized. 
Patients should be informed that ganciclovir has been associated with elevations in serum creatinine. 

Patients should be instructed to take CYTOVENE capsules with food to maximize bioavailability. 

Patients should be advised that ganciclovir has caused decreased sperm production in animals and may cause 
infertility in humans. Women of childbearing potential should be advised that ganciclovir causes birth defects in 
animals and should not be used during pregnancy. Women of childbearing potential should be advised to use ef¬ 
fective contraception during treatment with CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE. Similarly, men should be advised to 
practice barrier contraception during and for at least 90 days following treatment with CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE. 
Patients should be advised that ganciclovir causes tumors in animals. Although there is no information from hu¬ 
man studies, ganciclovir should be considered a potential carcinogen. 

All HIV+ Patients: These patients may be receiving zidovudine (Retrovir). Patients should be counseled that treat¬ 
ment with both ganciclovir and zidovudine simultaneously may not be tolerated by some patients and may result in 
severe granulocytopenia (neutropenia). Patients with AIDS may be receiving didanosine (Videx). Patients should be 
counseled that concomitant treatment with both ganciclovir and didanosine can cause didanosine serum concentra¬ 
tions to be significantly increased. 

HIV+ Patients with CMV Retinitis: Ganciclovir is not a cure for CMV retinitis, and immunocompromised patients may 
continue to experience progression of retinitis during or following treatment. Patients should be advised to have 
ophthalmologic follow-up examinations at a minimum of every 4 to 6 weeks while being treated with CYTOVENE-IV 
or CYTOVENE. Some patients will require more frequent follow-up. 

Transplant Recipients: Transplant recipients should be counseled regarding the high frequency of impaired renal 
function in transplant recipients who received CYTOVENE-IV solution in controlled clinical trials, particularly in pa¬ 
tients receiving concomitant administration of nephrotoxic agents such as cyclosporine and amphotericin B. 
Although the specific mechanism of this toxicity, which in most cases was reversible, has not been determined, the 
higher rate of renal impairment in patients receiving CYTOVENE-IV solution compared with those who received 
placebo in the same trials may indicate that CYTOVENE-IV played a significant role. 

Laboratory Testing: Due to the frequency of neutropenia, anemia and thrombocytopenia in patients receiving 
CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE (see ADVERSE EVENTS section), it is recommended that complete blood counts 
and platelet counts be performed frequently, especially in patients in whom ganciclovir or other nucleoside ana¬ 
logues have previously resulted in leukopenia or in whom neutrophil counts are less than 1000 cells/pL at the be¬ 
ginning of treatment. Increased serum creatinine levels have been observed in trials evaluating both CYTOVENE-IV 
and CYTOVENE. Patients should have serum creatinine or creatinine clearance values monitored carefully to allow 
for dosage adjustments in renally impaired patients (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION section). 

Drug Interactions. Didanosine: At an oral dose of 1000 mg of CYTOVENE every 8 hours and didanosine, 200 mg 
every 12 hours, the steady-state didanosine AUCo-u increased 111 ± 114% (range: 10% to 493%) when didano¬ 
sine was administered either 2 hours prior to or concurrent with administration of CYTOVENE (n=12 patients, 23 
observations). A decrease in steady-state ganciclovir AUC of 21 ± 17% (range: -44% to 5%) was observed when 
didanosine was administered 2 hours prior to administration of CYTOVENE, but ganciclovir AUC was not affected 
by the presence of didanosine when the two drugs were administered simultaneously (n=12). There were no sig¬ 
nificant changes in renal clearance for either drug. 

When the standard intravenous ganciclovir induction dose (5 mg/kg infused over 1 hour every 12 hours) was 
coadministered with didanosine at a dose of 200 mg orally every 12 hours, the steady-state didanosine AUC0-12 
increased 70 ± 40% (range: 3% to 121%, n=11) and C™, increased 49 ± 43% (range: -28% to 125%). In a 
separate study, when the standard intravenous ganciclovir maintenance dose (5 mg/kg infused over 1 hour every 
24 hours) was coadministered with didanosine at a dose of 200 mg orally every 12 hours, didanosine AUC0-12 
increased 50 ± 26% (range: 22% to 110%, n=11) and Cm» increased 36 ± 36% (range: -27% to 94%) over the 
first didanosine dosing interval. Didanosine plasma concentrations (AUC12.24) were unchanged during the dosing 
intervals when ganciclovir was not coadministered. Ganciclovir pharmacokinetics were not affected by 
didanosine. In neither study were there significant changes in the renal clearance of eitherdrug. 

Zidovudine: At an oral dose of 1000 mg of CYTOVENE every 8 hours, mean steady-state ganciclovir AUCo-a 
decreased 17 ± 25% (range: -52% to 23%) in the presence of zidovudine, 100 mg every 4 hours (n=12). Steady- 
state zidovudine AUCw increased 19 ± 27% (range: -11% to 74%) in the presence of ganciclovir. 

Since both zidovudine and ganciclovir have the potential to cause neutropenia and anemia, some patients may 
not tolerate concomitant therapy with these drugs at full dosage. 

Probenecid: At an oral dose of 1000 mg of CYTOVENE every 8 hours (n=10), ganciclovir AUCo-s increased 53 ± 
91% (range: -14% to 299%) in the presence of probenecid, 500 mg every 6 hours. Renal clearance of ganciclovir 
decreased 22 ± 20% (range: -54% to -4%), which is consistent with an interaction involving competition for renal 
tubular secretion. 


CYTOVENE*-IV (ganciclovir sodium for injection) and CYTOVENE® (ganciclovir capsules) 


Imipenem-cilastatin: Generalized seizures have been reported in patients who received ganciclovir and imipenem- 
cilastatin. These drugs should not be used concomitantly unless the potential benefits outweigh the risks, 

Other Medications: It is possible that drugs that inhibit replication of rapidly dividing cell populations such as 
bone marrow, spermatogonia and germinal layers of skin and gastrointestinal mucosa may have additive toxicity 
when administered concomitantly with ganciclovir. Therefore, drugs such as dapsone, pentamidine, flucytosine, 
vincristine, vinblastine, adriamycin, amphotericin B, trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole combinations or other nu¬ 
cleoside analogues, should be considered for concomitant use with ganciclovir only if the potential benefits are 
judged to outweigh the risks. 

No formal drug interaction studies of CYTOVENE-IV solution or CYTOVENE and drugs commonly used in transplant 
recipients have been conducted. Increases in serum creatinine were observed in patients treated with CYTOVENE-IV 
plus either cyclosporine or amphotericin B, drugs with known potential for nephrotoxicity (see ADVERSE 
EVENTS section). In a retrospective analysis of 93 liver allograft recipients receiving ganciclovir (5 mg/kg infused 
over 1 hour every 12 hours) and oral cyclosporine (at therapeutic doses), there was no evidence of an effect on 
cyclosporine whole blood concentrations. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis’: Ganciclovir was carcinogenic in the mouse at oral doses of 20 and 1000 
mg/kg/day (approximately O.lx and 1.4x, respectively, the mean drug exposure in humans following the recom¬ 
mended intravenous dose of 5 mg/kg, based on area under the plasma concentration curve [AUC] comparisons). 
At the dose of 1000 mg/kg/day there was a significant increase in the incidence of tumors of the preputial gland in 
• males, forestomach (nonglandular mucosa) in males and females, and reproductive tissues (ovaries, uterus, 
mammary gland, clitoral gland and vagina) and liver in females. At the dose of 20 mg/kg/day, a slightly increased 
incidence of tumors was noted in the preputial and harderian glands in males, forestomach in males and females, 
and liver in females. No carcinogenic effect was observed in mice administered ganciclovir at 1 mg/kg/day (esti¬ 
mated as 0.01 x the human dose based on AUC comparison). Except for histiocytic sarcoma of the liver, ganci¬ 
clovir-induced tumors were generally of epithelial or vascular origin. Although the preputial and clitoral glands, 
forestomach and harderian glands of mice do not have human counterparts, ganciclovir should be considered a 
potential carcinogen in humans. 

Ganciclovir increased mutations in mouse lymphoma cells and DNA damage in human lymphocytes in vitro at 
concentrations between 50 to 500 and 250 to 2000 pg/mL respectively. In the mouse micronucleus assay, gan¬ 
ciclovir was clastogenic at doses of 150 and 500 mg/kg (IV) (2.8 to lOx human exposure based on AUC) but not 
50 mg/kg (exposure approximately comparable to the human based on AUC). Ganciclovir was not mutagenic in 
the Ames Salmonella assay at concentrations of 500 to 5000 pg/mL. 

Impairment ol Fertility •; Ganciclovir caused decreased mating behavior, decreased fertility, and an increased in¬ 
cidence of embryolethality in female mice following intravenous doses of 90 mg/kg/day (approximately 1,7x the 
mean drug exposure in humans following the dose of 5 mg/kg, based on AUC comparisons). Ganciclovir caused 
decreased fertility in male mice and hypospermatogenesis in mice and dogs following daily oral or intravenous 
administration of doses ranging from 0.2 to 10 mg/kg. Systemic drug exposure (AUC) at the lowest dose show¬ 
ing toxicity in each species ranged from 0.03 to O.lx the AUC of the recommended human intravenous dose. 
Pregnancy: Category C‘: Ganciclovir has been shown to be embryotoxic in rabbits and mice following intra¬ 
venous administration and teratogenic in rabbits. Fetal resorptions were present in at least 85% of rabbits and 
mice administered 60 mg/kg/day and 108 mg/kg/day (2x the human exposure based on AUC comparisons), re¬ 
spectively. Effects observed in rabbits included: fetal growth retardation, embryolethality, teratogenicity and/or 
maternal toxicity. Teratogenic changes included cleft palate, anophthalmia/microphthalmia, aplastic organs 
(kidney and pancreas), hydrocephaly and brachygnathia. In mice, effects observed were maternal/fetal toxicity 
and embryolethality. 

Daily intravenous doses of 90 mg/kg administered to female mice prior to mating, during gestation, and during 
lactation caused hypoplasia of the testes and seminal vesicles in the month-old male offspring, as well as patho¬ 
logic changes in the nonglandular region of the stomach (see Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis subsection). The 
drug exposure in mice as estimated by the AUC was approximately 1.7x the human AUC. 


Ganciclovir may be teratogenic or embryotoxic at dose levels recommended for human use. There are no ade¬ 
quate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE should be used during preg¬ 
nancy only if the potential benefits justify the potential risk to the fetus. 

*Footnote: All dose comparisons presented in the Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility and 
Pregnancy subsections are based on the human AUC following administration of a single 5 mg/kg intravenous in¬ 
fusion of CYTOVENE-IV as used during the maintenance phase of treatment. Compared with the single 5 mg/kg 
intravenous infusion, human exposure is doubled during the intravenous induction phase (5 mg/kg bid) and ap¬ 
proximately halved during maintenance treatment with CYTOVENE capsules (1000 mg tid). The cross-species 
dose comparisons should be divided by 2 for intravenous induction treatment with CYTOVENE-IV and multiplied 
by 2 for CYTOVENE capsules. 

Nursing Mothers: It is not known whether ganciclovir is excreted in human milk. However, many drugs are ex¬ 
creted in human milk and, because carcinogenic and teratogenic effects occurred in animals treated with ganci¬ 
clovir, the possibility of serious adverse reactions from ganciclovir in nursing infants is considered likely (see 
Pregnancy: Category C section). Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing if they are receiving 
CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE. The minimum interval before nursing can safely be resumed after the last dose of 
CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE is unknown. 

Pediatric Use: SAFETY AND EFFICACY OF CYTOVENE-IV AND CYTOVENE IN CHILDREN HAVE NOT BEEN ES¬ 
TABLISHED. THE USE OF CYTOVENE-IV OR CYTOVENE IN CHILDREN WARRANTS EXTREME CAUTION DUE TO 
THE PROBABILITY OF LONG-TERM CARCINOGENICITY AND REPRODUCTIVE TOXICITY. ADMINISTRATION TO 
CHILDREN SHOULD BE UNDERTAKEN ONLY AFTER CAREFUL EVALUATION AND ONLY IF THE POTENTIAL 
BENEFITS OF TREATMENT OUTWEIGH THE RISKS. 


The spectrum of adverse events reported in 120 immunocompromised pediatric clinical trial participants with 
serious CMV infections receiving CYTOVENE-IV solution were similar to those reported in adults. 
Granulocytopenia (17%) and thrombocytopenia (10%) were the most common adverse events reported. 

Sixteen children (8 months to 15 years of age) with life- or sight-threatening CMV infections were evaluated in an 
open-label CYTOVENE-IV solution pharmacokinetics study. Adverse events reported for more than 1 child were 
as follows: hypokalemia (4/16,25%), abnormal kidney function (3/16,19%), sepsis (3/16,19%), thrombocy¬ 
topenia (3/16,19%), leukopenia (2/16,13%), coagulation disorder (2/16,13%), hypertension (2/16,13%), 
pneumonia (2/16,13%) and immune system disorder (2/16,13%). 

There has been very limited clinical experience using CYTOVENE-IV for the treatment of CMV retinitis in patients 
under the age of 12 years. Two children (ages 9 and 5 years) showed improvement or stabilization of retinitis for 
23 and 9 months, respectively. These children received induction treatment with 2.5 mg/kg tid followed by main¬ 
tenance therapy with 6 to 6.5 mg/kg once per day, 5 to 7 days per week. When retinitis progressed during once- 
daily maintenance therapy, both children were treated with the 5 mg/kg bid regimen. Two other children (ages 2.5 
and 4 years) who received similar induction regimens showed only partial or no response to treatment. Another 
child, a 6-year-old with T-cell dysfunction, showed stabilization of retinitis for 3 months while receiving continu¬ 
ous ^fusions of CYTOVENE-IV at doses of 2 to 5 mg/kg/24 hours. Continuous infusion treatment was discontin¬ 
ued due to granulocytopenia. 

Eleven of the 72 patients in the placebo-controlled trial in bone marrow transplant recipients were children, rang¬ 
ing from 3 to 10 years of age (5 treated with CYTOVENE-IV and 6 with placebo). Five of the pediatric patients 
treated with CYTOVENE-IV received 5 mg/kg intravenously bid for up to 7 days; 4 patients went on to receive 5 
mg/kg qd up to day 100 post-transplant. Results were similar to those observed in adult transplant recipients 
treated with CYTOVENE-IV. Two of the 6 placebo-treated pediatric patients developed CMV pneumonia, versus 
none of the 5 patients treated with CYTOVENE-IV. The spectrum of adverse events in the pediatric group was 
similar to that observed in the adult patients. 

CYTOVENE capsules have not been studied in children under age 13. 

Use in Patients with Renal Impairment: CYTOVENErlV and CYTOVENE should be used with caution in patients 
with impaired renal function because the half-life and plasma/serum concentrations of ganciclovir will be in¬ 
creased due to reduced renal clearance (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION and ADVERSE EVENTS: Renal 
Toxicity sections). 

Hemodialysis has been shown to reduce plasma levels of ganciclovir by approximately 50%. 

Use in Elderly Patients: The pharmacokinetic profiles of CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE in elderly patients have 
not been established. Since elderly individuals frequently have a reduced glomerular filtration rate, particular 
attention should be paid to assessing renal function before and during administration of CYTOVENE-IV or 
CYTOVENE (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION section). 

ADVERSE EVENTS: Adverse events that occurred during clinical trials of CYTOVENE-IV solution and CYTOVENE 
capsules are summarized below, according to the participating study subject population. 

Subjects with AIDS: Three controlled, randomized, phase 3 trials comparing CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE 
capsules for maintenance treatment of CMV retinitis have been completed. During these trials, CYTOVENE-IV or 
CYTOVENE capsules were prematurely discontinued in 9% of subjects because of adverse events, new or wors¬ 
ening intercurrent illnesses, or laboratory abnormalities. In a placebo-controlled, randomized, phase 3 trial of 
CYTOVENE capsules for prevention of CMV disease in AIDS, treatment was prematurely discontinued because 
of adverse events, new or worsening intercurrent illness, or laboratory abnormalities in 19.5% of subjects treat¬ 
ed with CYTOVENE capsules and 16% of subjects receiving placebo. Laboratory data and adverse events report¬ 
ed during the conduct of these controlled trials are summarized on next page.

Overall, in the treatment studies, subjects treated with CYTOVENE-IV solution experienced lower minimum ANCs 
and hemoglobin levels, consistent with more neutropenia and anemia, compared with those who received 
CYTOVENE capsules (p=0.024 for neutropenia; p=0.027 for anemia). In the prevention study, subjects treated 
with CYTOVENE capsules also experienced lower minimum ANCs compared with those who received placebo 
(piO.OOl). 

For the majority of subjects in the treatment studies, maximum serum creatinine levels were < 1.5 mg/dL and no 
difference was noted between CYTOVENE-IV solution and CYTOVENE capsules for the occurrence of renal 
impairment. Serum creatinine elevations >2.5 mg/dL occurred in < 2% of all subjects, and no significant differ¬ 
ences were noted in the time from the start of maintenance to the occurrence of elevations in serum creatinine 
values. In the prevention study, 20% of subjects treated with CYTOVENE capsules had maximum serum 
creatinine levels of 1.5 mg/dL or greater, compared to 13% on placebo (p=0.013). 01 subjects in ganciclovir and 
placebo treatment groups, 24% and 20%, respectively, experienced creatinine elevations more than 25% over 
baseline levels. 

Adverse Events: The following table shows selected adverse events reported in 5% or more of the subjects in 
three controlled clinical trials during treatment with either CYTOVENE-IV solution (5 mg/kg/day) or CYTOVENE 
capsules (3000 mg/day), and in one controlled clinical trial in which CYTOVENE capsules (3000 mg/day) were 
compared to placebo for the prevention of CMV disease.

Retinal Detachment: Retinal detachment has been observed in subjects with CMV retinitis both before and after 
initiation of therapy with ganciclovir. Its relationship to therapy with ganciclovir is unknown. Retinal detachment 
occurred in 11% of patients treated with CYTOVENE-IV solution and in 8% of patients treated with CYTOVENE 
capsules. Patients with CMV retinitis should have frequent ophthalmologic evaluations to monitor the status of 
their retinitis and to detect any other retinal pathology. 

Transplant Recipients: There have been three controlled clinical trials of CYTOVENE-IV solution for the preven¬ 
tion of CMV disease in transplant recipients. Laboratory data and adverse events reported during these trials are 
summarized below.

In a placebo-controlled clinical trial conducted in heart allograft recipients (ICM 1496), more patients receiving 
CYTOVENE-IV solution had elevation of serum creatinine to values exceeding 2.5 mg/dL- than patients receiving 
placebo (18% vs 4%, respectively). These increases in serum creatinine, up to 5.5 mg/dL in 1 patient, were transient 
and occurred primarily during the first week of treatment with CYTOVENE-IV solution. In a randomized, open-label 
study of CYTOVENE-IV solution in bone marrow allograft recipients (ICM 1570), more patients treated with 
CYTOVENE-IV solution experienced serum creatinine values exceeding 1.5 mg/dL than patient9who were not 
treated (70% vs 35%, respectively). These elevations in serum creatinine, up to 3.2 mg/dL in 1 patient, were tran¬ 
sient and occurred intermittently throughout the 3-month study. Most patients in these studies also received 
cyclosporine. In a second study in bbne marrow transplant patients that was placebo-controlled (ICM 1689), no 
differences in elevations of serum creatinine were seen between the patients receiving CYTOVENE-IV solution and 
those receiving placebo. The mechanism of impairment of renal function is not known. However, careful monitor¬ 
ing of renal function during therapy with CYTOVENE-IV solution is essential, especially for those patients receiving 
concomitant agents that may cause nephrotoxicity. 

General: Other adverse events that were thought to be “probably” or “possibly" related to CYTOVENE-IV solution 
or CYTOVENE capsules in clinical studies in either subjects with AIDS or transplant recipients are listed below. 
These events all occurred V/ith a frequency of 1% or less unless otherwise noted. 

Body as a Whole: abdomen enlarged, abscess, asthenia (6%), back pain, cellulitis, chest pain, chills and fever, 
drug.level increased (ganciclovir), edema, face edema, headache (4%), injection site abscess, injection site ede¬ 
ma, injection site hemorrhage, injection site inflammation (2%). injection site pain, injection site phlebitis, labora¬ 
tory test abnormality, malaise, pain (2%), photosensitivity reaction, neck pain, neck rigidity 
Digestive System: abnormal liver function test (2%), aphthous stomatitis, constipation, dyspepsia (4%), dysphagia, 
eructation, esophagitis, fecal incontinence, gastritis, gastrointestinal hemorrhage, hepatitis, jaundice, melena, 
mouth ulceration, nausea and vomiting (2%), pancreatitis, tongue disorder 

Hemic and Lymphatic System: eosinophilia, hypochromic anemia, marrow depression, pancytopenia, 
splenomegaly 

Respiratory System: cough increased, dyspnea, pharyngitis 

Nervous System: abnormal dreams, abnormal gait, agitation, amnesia, anxiety, ataxia, coma, confusion, depres¬ 
sion, dizziness, dry mouth (2%), emotional lability,euphoria, hypertonia, hyperkinesia, hypesthesia, insomnia 
(2%), libido decreased, manic reaction, myoclonus, nervousness, psychosis, seizures, somnolence, thinking ab¬ 
normal, tremor, trismus (Overall, probably or possibly related neurologic system events occurred in approxi¬ 
mately 5% of patients.) 

Skin and Appendages: acne, alopecia, dry skin, fixed eruption, maculopapular rash, skin discoloration, urticaria, 
vesiculobullous rash 

Special Senses: abnormal vision, amblyopia, blindness, conjunctivitis, deafness, ear pain, eye pain, glaucoma, 
photophobia, taste perversion, tinnitus 

Metabolic and Nutritional Disorders: alkaline phosphatase increased, creatinine increased, creatine phosphoki- 
nase increased, decreased blood sugar, hyperglycemia, hypokalemia, increased blood urea nitrogen (BUN), lactic 
dehydrogenase increased, SGOT increased, SGPT increased, weight loss (2%) 

Cardiovascular System: arrhythmia, deep thrombophlebitis, hypertension, hypotension, migraine, phlebitis (2%), 
vasodilatation 

Urogenital System: breast pain, creatinine clearance decreased, hematuria, impotence, kidney failure, kidney 
function abnormal, urinary frequency, urinary tract infection - 
Musculoskeletal System: arthralgia, bone pain, leg cramps, myalgia, myasthenia 
The following adverse events reported in patients receiving ganciclovir may be potentially fatal: pancreatitis, sep¬ 
sis and multiple organ failure. 

Adverse Events Reported During Postmarketing Experience with CYTOVENE-IV: Listed below are adverse 
events reported spontaneously since the marketing introduction of CYTOVENE-IV that have not been included 
previously based on experience during clinical trials. These events have been reported infrequently, and data are 
insufficient to estimate an incidence at which they have occurred or to establish a relationship to ganciclovir use. 
These events may have occurred as part of an underlying disease process and do not necessarily represent the 
type, severity or prevalence of adverse events occurring in clinical practice. These voluntary reports include: aci¬ 
dosis, allergic reaction, anaphylactic reaction, arthritis, bronchospasm, cardiac arrest, cardiac conduction abnor¬ 
mality, cataracts, cholestasis, congenital anomaly, dry eyes, dysesthesia, dysphasia, elevated triglyceride levels, 
encephalopathy, exfoliative dermatitis, extrapyramidal reaction, facial palsy, hallucinations, hemolytic anemia, 
hepatic failure, hepatitis, hyponatremia, inappropriate serum ADH, infertility, intestinal ulceration, intracranial hy¬ 
pertension, irritability, loss of memory, loss of sense of smell, myelopathy, perforated intestine, peripheral is¬ 
chemia, pulmonary fibrosis, rhabdomyolysis, Stevens-Johnson syndrome, stroke, testicular hypotrophy, 
Torsades de Pointes, vasculitis, ventricular tachycardia. 

OVERDOSAGE: CYTOVENE-IV: Overdosage with CYTOVENE-IV has been reported in 17 patients (13 adults and 4 
children under 2 years of age). Five patients experienced no adverse events following overdosage at the following 
doses: 7 doses of 11 mg/kg over a 3-day period (adult), single dose of 3500 mg (adult), single dose of 500 mg 
(72.5 mg/kg) followed by 48 hours of peritoneal dialysis (4-month-old), single dose of approximately 60 mg/kg 
followed by exchange transfusion (18-month-old), 2 doses of 500 mg instead of 31 mg (21 -month-old). 
Irreversible pancytopenia developed in 1 adult with AIDS and CMV colitis after receiving 3000 mg of CYTOVENE-IV 
solution on each of 2 consecutive days. He experienced worsening Gl symptoms and acute regal failure that re¬ 
quired short-term dialysis. Pancytopenia developed and persisted until his death from a malignancy several 
months later. Other adverse events reported following overdosage included: persistent bone marrow suppression 
(1 adult with neutropenia and thrombocytopenia after a single dose of 6000 mg), reversible neutropenia or granu¬ 
locytopenia (4 adults, overdoses ranging from 8 mg/kg daily for 4 days to a single dose of 25 mg/kg), hepatitis 
(1 adult receiving 10 mg/kg daily, and one 2 kg infant after a single 40 mg dose), renal toxicity (1 adult with tran¬ 
sient worsening of hematuria after a single 500 mg dose, and 1 adult with elevated creatinine (5.2 mg/dL) after a 
' single 5000 to 7000 mg dose), and seizure (1 adult with known seizure disorder after 3 days of 9 mg/kg). In addi¬ 
tion, 1 adult received 0.4 mL (instead of 0.1 mL) CYTOVENE-IV solution by intravitreal injection, and experienced 
temporary loss of vision and central retinal artery occlusion secondary to increased intraocular pressure related 
to the injected fluid volume. 

CYTOVENE Capsules: There have been no reports of overdosage with CYTOVENE capsules. Doses as high as 
6000 mg/day, given either as 1000 mg 6 times daily or as 2Q00 mg tid, did not result in overt toxicity other than 
transient neutropenia. Daily doses of more than 6000 mg have not been studied. 

Since ganciclovir is dialyzable, dialysis may be useful in reducing serum concentrations. Adequate hydration 
should be maintained. The use of hematopoietic growth factors should be considered.

No accident 

If media mogul Ted Turner 
had really been serious about 
wanting to put the kibosh on 
David Cronenberg’s film Crash, 
he would have kept his big mouth 
shut and let the film go the way of 
most art movies, i.e. oblivion. But 
as it stands now, Turner’s Morn- 
ing-in-America-style denounce¬ 
ment of Crash late last year has 
only succeeded in focusing an 
enormous spotlight on this singu¬ 
lar film about the human fascina¬ 
tion with death and the eroticiza- 
tion of danger. 

In the film, when James Bal¬ 
lard (James Spader) survives a 
near-fatal car accident with Dr. 
Helen Remington (Holly 
Hunter), he suddenly becomes 
fascinated with the odd propin¬ 
quity between danger, sex, and 
death. Ballard and Remington — 
now a couple — then become in¬ 
volved with a stranger (Elias 
Koteas) who calls himself the 
“nightmare angel of the high¬ 
ways,” and whose own obsession 
with the erotic possibilities of car 
wrecks is so notorious he is ap¬ 
pointed leader of a car crash cult 
whose members get off on watch¬ 
ing test-collision films and reen¬ 
acting famous car crashes. 

In an interview in a British 
film journal Cronenberg said of 
the film, “It’s a dangerous film in 
many ways. It does violence to 
people’s understanding of human 
relationships and does violence to 
people’s understanding of eroti¬ 
cism. But I think that’s a primary 
function of art, to do violence to 
the little cocoon that we some¬ 
times find ourselves enveloped 
in.” 

Ironically, while Turner called 
the film “offensive and sick,” the 
powers-that-be at the 1996 
Cannes Film Festival awarded 
Crash a Special Jury Prize for 
“originality, daring, and audacity.” 
Of course, the French have such a 
category. Crash opens here Friday, 
March 21.

Franz Schubert 


Was he or wasn’t he? 

In a recent issue of The New 
Yorker, Alex Ross weighed the 
question of Franz Schubert’s al¬ 
leged homosexuality. Some evi¬ 
dence, Ross wrote, suggests an on¬ 
going affair between the compos¬ 
er and a “misogynistic, reclusive, 
morose, and in all likelihood ho¬ 
mosexual poet” named Johann 
Mayrhofer when Schubert was in 
his mid-20s. Ross observes that 
during a brief period in which the 
two shared an apartment in Vien¬ 
na, Schubert set a fair number of 
Mayrhofer’s poems to music, and 
that “something peculiarly unset¬ 
tled” in the music mirrors both 
the character of the poet and the 
composer. Mayrhofer and Schu¬ 
bert even collaborated on an un¬ 
finished opera, Adrast, which is 
unique, according to Ross, be¬ 
cause it may “contain one of the 
few same-sex love arias in opera.” 

The debate over Schubert’s 
sexuality heated up in 1989, when 
biographer and musicologist 
Maynard Solomon published a 
coruscating essay entitled, “Franz 
Schubert and the Peacocks of 
Benvenuto Cellini,” which sug¬ 
gests 'the composer was not only 
gay but was instrumental in creat¬ 
ing a queer avant-garde in Vien¬ 
na, Schubert’s birthplace. 
Solomon based his theory not 
only on the Mayrhofer relation¬ 
ship but on entries in Schubert’s 
diaries that related the composer’s 
being “indifferent to the charms 
of the fair sex” and having “a 
dominating aversion for the 
daughters of Eve.” Solomon was 
further convinced of the compos¬ 
er’s lavender leanings by an entry 
in the diary of one of Schubert’s 
contemporaries, Eduard von 
Bauernfeld, who wrote that 
“Schubert is half sick (he needs 
‘young peacocks,’ like Benvenuto 
Cellini).” Peacocks, Solomon had 
observed, was Cellini’s encoded 
expression for young homosexu¬ 
als with whom he’d had his way. 

Of course, no one will ever 
know for sure the truth of the 
composer’s sexual preference, and 
though it ultimately doesn’t mat¬ 
ter either, it’s interesting to specu¬ 
late how the outsider status of the 
homosexual may have served as 
muse to this gifted genius. ▼ 
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the floor, and a single white feath¬ 
er in his limp hand. Trevor’s words 
have the authentic ring of a preco¬ 
cious teen — “We looked at his 
sperm under a microscope and 
saw a lot of crazy activity!” — and 
his eventual coming out is sweet 
satisfaction indeed. ▼

Nickolas Perry’s slick, colorful 
Must Be the Music opens the show. 
The setting is the sacred space of 
the disco, and the players are a 
group of four teenage pals — 
three gay and one straight — out 
for a night on the town, and sex if 
they’re lucky. While the film lacks 
dramatic punch, Perry’s prowling 
camera captures the fluid sexuali¬ 
ty and tribalism of teenage dance 
culture and the backbiting among 
the boys as two of them vie for the 
favors of an alluring trick. 

Mega-hunk Vincent 

D’Onofrio is familiar from the re¬ 
cent critical favorite — and box- 
office disaster — The Whole Wide 
World, in which he played a sexu¬ 
ally repressed pulp writer. In Tom 
DeCerchio’s Nunzio’s Second 
Cousin, he’s Sgt. Tony Randozza, a 
studly cop whose street-corner 
make-out session with his black 
leather queen boyfriend is inter¬ 
rupted by a group of teenage gay- 
bashers. To their dismay, he whips 
out a gun, loudly degrades them, 
then orders Jimmy (Miles Perlich) 
to come to his house the follow¬ 
ing night for what might or might 
not be a forced fuck. Director De- 
Cerchio milks the black humor 
here — on their “date,” Sgt. Tony 
waves a big salami in his face and 
bellows, “I bet you thought I in¬ 
vited you here to fuck you in the 
ass!” — but also subtly, and sur¬ 
prisingly, undercuts our sympathy 
for Sgt. Tony by humanizing the 
basher. Eileen Brennan adds spice 
as his cackling, clueless mother. 

Unlike the first two shorts, 
Mark Christopher’s brilliantly 
measured Alkali, Iowa has the en¬ 
ticingly rough look of an authen¬ 
tic independent film. A young 
farmer, Jack Gudmanson (J.D. 
Cerna), accidentally discovers his 
dead father was gay. A middle- 
aged queen named “Blondie” 
(Kent Broadhurst) mysteriously 
appears with ritualistic regularity 
at the edge of the Gudmanson 
property, but is driven off by 
Jack’s rabidly homophobic grand¬ 
father. The film subtly pulls to¬ 
gether the threads of a hidden gay 
identity — both father’s and son’s 
— as Jack is lured to a cruisy 
meadow, confronts Blondie, and 
puts on the army uniform of his 
handsome father, whom we see 
smiling cryptically in faux 8mm 
footage. Christopher shows enor¬ 
mous skill in implying a vast 
realm of experience just outside 
the cinematic frame, and we can 
only hope that he gets the money 
to turn this into a feature film. 

The crowning work in Boys Life 
2 is Peggy Rajski’s dazzling Trevor, 
which earned an Academy Award 
for Best Live Action Short in 1994. 
The usual “Afterschool Special” 
cliches about Sensitive Youth are 
gently mocked in this black-comic 
look at a 13-year-old boy coming 
to terms with his homosexuality. 


Trevor (Brett Barsky) is a chubby 
drama queen obsessed with Diana 
Ross and his straight best friend. 
His moods vary from pompous 
self-recriminations (“I’m a pest 
too horrible to think about!”) to 
starry-eyed yearnings for ro¬ 
mance, but he’s always charming 
and articulate. His mock-suicides 
are clever send-ups of theatrical 
teenage angst, particularly when 
he lies in a bathtub, a towel around 
his head, spots of stage blood on

n some quarters, fidelity in 
translating one art form into 
another is considered an end 
in itself and thus is highly prized. 
Director Mira Nair’s Kama Sutra, 
a cheesy version of a classic 
Hindu love manual, is being tout¬ 
ed as a faithful adaptation, but 
that may be its only virtue. The 
director of Salaam Bombay start¬ 
ed showing signs of aesthetic dis¬ 
tress a couple years ago with Mis¬ 


sissippi Masala and The Perez 
Family, but nothing in those 
movies could have prepared us 
for this mangy dog. 

The film centers on a child¬ 
hood rivalry that extends into 
adulthood between upper-class 
snob Tara (Sarita Choudhury) 
and her lower-class playmate 
Maya (Indira Varma). Tara is set 
to marry “the king,” Raj Singh 
(Naveen Andrews), when Maya 
secretly fucks her friend’s intend¬ 
ed. Banished from the palace, 
Maya wanders off to a sort of sex 
school, where she is taught some 
of the positions all of us remem¬ 
ber from the blacklight poster 
days of the ’60s. Since there are no 
men at the school, the gals prac¬ 
tice on each other, so we at least 
get a few scenes of lesbian liplock¬ 
ing and mock-screwing. Tara 
meets her “true love,” a court 
sculptor named Jai (Ramon 
Tikaram), a long-haired mini¬ 


stud with whom she swaps such 
blandishing profundities as, 
“honor and shame are two sides 
of the same coin!” 

Kama Sutra has the seamy 
plushness of a Hugh Hefner pro¬ 
duction; indeed, it follows the 
Playboy aesthetic to the letter in 
employing both male and female 
nudity. Yet, while you’d expect 
equal time for men and women in 
what is billed as a cinematic sex 
manual, the camera seems most 
interested in female anatomy, 
largely ignoring the fetching king 
and the endearing, zany little Jai. 
Poor as it is, the filmmakers 
shouldn’t despair — the film will 
surely have a limited afterlife on 
the midnight movie circuit as un¬ 
conscious camp. T

family and strike out on an en¬ 
tirely new path in life. The deci¬ 
sion-making process behind their 
choices is a classic and hilarious 
distillation of clueless humanity. 

The script for Waiting for Guff¬ 
man , written by Guest and Levy, 
is a paradigm of successful paro¬ 
dy. It is a quintessential portrayal 
of Midwestern foibles in the farci¬ 
cal tradition of Moliere - without 
all the door slamming. 

The film’s greatest success is 
probably Guest’s creation of 
Corky St. Clair, the swishy, small¬ 
town queen who is respected by 
the yokels because he spent ten 
years living in Manhattan and, 
ipso facto, is very talented and 
artistic. Wisely, the film never ac¬ 
knowledges Corky’s sexual incli¬ 


nation, but Guest’s portrayal re¬ 
mains pregnant with homosexual 
possibilities. One character inno¬ 
cently observes that Corky is mar¬ 
ried (he wears a wedding band), 
but no one has ever seen or heard 
from his wife. And when Corky 
goes to the local garage to recruit 
hunky mechanic Johnny Savage 
for his cast, the hidden agenda re¬ 
quires no explanation. 

Corky St. Clair, a character 
that could be offensive to gay 
people, manages to avoid the po¬ 
tential pitfalls. Yes, Corky sports a 
Dutch-boy haircut and a goatee, 
and he wears flamboyant outfits 
that even the Artist Formerly 
Known as Prince could not get 
away with. But the recognition 
factor will run high for anyone 
who has known a poorly educat¬ 
ed, minimally talented, 
star-struck queer who gave up the 
Big City and returned to the rural 


closet. Christopher Guest’s cre¬ 
ation is not mean-spirited; his 
Corky is more archetype than 
stereotype. 

The faux documentary has a 
certain limited appeal, especially 
when directors like Michael 
Moore ( Roger and Me) and Errol 
Morris ( Gates of Heaven) can pro¬ 
duce the real thing with just as 
much humor and even more in¬ 
sight. The genre can also veer to¬ 
ward a smug self-consciousness - 
witness Dirk Shafer’s recent vain¬ 
glorious centerfold opus, Man of 
the Year. But with Waiting for 
Guffman , Christopher Guest 
sticks close to the tone of Reiner’s 
This Is Spinal Tap; the result is an 
amusing trifle, worthy of a Satur¬ 
day afternoon goof. ▼

Large-scale events like the 15th 
Asian American Film Festival are 
crucial in helping the culture shift 
from this disturbing silence to a 
more inclusionary phase, where 
Asian faces can be seen and Asian 
voices heard.

For some of these filmmakers, 
defining the self requires a look 
into the netherworld of the fami¬ 
ly.

rus of voices not only from the 
U.S., but from places as far away 
as Mongolia, Korea, India, China, 
and Japan. For good measure, sev¬ 
eral gay and lesbian features and 
shorts programs have been 
thrown into the mix. 

Autobiography, the simple act 
of self-declaration, is an automat¬ 
ic challenge to the status quo, and 
many of the works in this show¬ 
case mine this rich vein. In the 
shorts program Queer Potion #9, 
Margarita Alcantara’s Fuckin’ 
Chink (U.S., 1996) uses a riot grrrl 
sensibility to put to rest the fanta¬ 
sy of submissive “Oriental” 
women. The central character 
strikes a memorable note when 
she pithily denounces her child¬ 
hood harassers,”who were white 
and ignorant as fuck.” In Christo¬ 
pher’s Chronicles (U.S., 1997), 
transgendered director Christo¬ 
pher Lee reminds us of the home 
truth that can never be said too 
often: “You are the biologist!” In 
both films, transformation comes 
about through action. The com¬ 
modification of the Asian woman 
is explored in David Kalal’s bril¬ 
liant deconstruction Love Song for 
Persis K (U.S., 1995); the title 
refers to Indian actress and model 
Persis Khambala, a familiar face 
from Star Trek: The Motion Pic¬ 
ture. 


of the man who “drove me to as¬ 
sume another character by dress¬ 
ing in mother’s clothes” — a fan¬ 
tastic affirmation of the mystical 
power of the trappings of the fe¬ 
male body. Lindsey Merrison’s 
Our Burmese Days (Germany/ 
U.K., 1996) examines another 
parent-child relationship in the 
director’s search for the meaning 
in his mother’s hidden history as a 
mixed-race woman who “passed.” 

More affirmative female im¬ 
agery is found in a less obvious 
place — the silent film. Legendary 
actress Ruan Lingyu committed 
suicide in 1935 at age 25, but her 
presence resonates powerfully in 
Bu Wancang’s tragic Love and 
Duty (China, 1931). Ruan joins 
the ranks of world-class actresses 
like Giulietta Masina and Kinuyo 
Tanaka in a daring portrayal that 
takes her from a radiant, smiling 
schoolgirl to a wretched, crooked¬ 
toothed old hag. Watch for the 
chubby, evil queen butler who 
helps engineer her fall. 

Films by and for women 

Another seemingly inhos¬ 
pitable realm is the notoriously 
patriarchal Indian film. But 
Deepa Mehta, director of Fire 
(India, 1996), says Indian author¬ 
ities took no notice of her contro¬ 
versial lesbian film because they

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i here is no better example 
than the United States of a 
dominant culture imposing 
narrow definitions on those who 
live outside the sacred circles of 
power. In this demonizing 
process, union workers are de¬ 
nounced as lazy opportunists, the 
poor are labeled as evil welfare 
leeches, and immigrants are 
branded as bloodsuckers on the 
body politic. Asians have long 
been victims of this phenomenon, 
with Western attitudes toward 
them circumscribed by hoary im¬ 
ages of submissive geishas, treach¬ 
erous “Japs,” and opium-smoking 
“Chinamen.” America is arguably 
in a transition period with regard 
to such imagery — since it’s no 
longer acceptable to portray Asian 
people in traditionally racist ways, 
they’re simply no longer em¬ 
ployed as actors. (Some will recall 
the brouhaha several years ago 
over the play Miss Saigon, when 
quite reasonable objections to 
white “yellowface” actors caused 
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Jeanne Chin and John Cho in Shopping for Fangs. 


were busy with Mira NairY lurid 
Kama Sutra, also shot in India. In 
Fire, we meet two women, Radha 
(superstar Shabana Azmi), the 
traditional subservient wife; and 
Sita (Nandita Das), a younger 
woman with new ideas. Sita’s 
boredom with the terms of mar¬ 
riage — “This devotion thing is 
overrated,” she says flatly — dove¬ 
tails with the increasing alienation 
Radha experiences as the result of 
her marriage. The film shows les¬ 
bianism in a way rarely seen in the 
West or the East — as an enticing 
alternative to the tedium of het- 


Wu’s Comrades (China, 1996). 
The filmmakers talked to cruisy 
teens, disco boys, writers, intellec¬ 
tuals, and academics, but the way 
in which the filmmakers present 
several of the interviews is in¬ 
structive in itself — some of the 
faces are scrambled, one of the in¬ 
terviews shows only feet. Com¬ 
rades’ simple, almost home- 
movie style describes a culture 
reminiscent of ’50s America; even 
the books on the subject resonate 
repression, particularly the one 
described as the “first book on ho¬ 
mosexuals published in mainland

erosexual relations. 

A younger generation of 
women is featured in Girls Like Us 
(U S., 1997): Directors Jane C. 
Wagner and Tina DiFeliciantonio 
interviewed four girls in South 
Philadelphia over a four-year pe¬ 
riod, from ages 14 to 18. In de¬ 
scribing the limits and possibili¬ 
ties of their lives, they create an 
unforgettable picture of society at 
large. Most disturbing is the fate 
of one of the girls’ friends, a Viet- 
namese-American named 
Chevteny, whose father throws 
her out on the street when she 
“disgraces” them by going out 
with a boy. 

The voices of gays and lesbians 
in mainland China are finally 
heard in Wang Feng and Gary 


China.” The title is Their Lives, 
suggesting that the word “homo¬ 
sexual” has an incantatory power 
that must be suppressed. 

Two films are noteworthy for 
sheer visual artistry. Xie Fei’s A 
Mongolian Tale (Mongolia/China, 
1996), shot in the gorgeous Mon¬ 
golian grasslands, extrapolates 
universal themes in a story of 
hopes dashed by time and dis¬ 
tance. Labyrinth of Dreams 
(Japan, 1997) has the look of clas¬ 
sic Japanese cinema. Its velvety 
blacks and gleaming whites beau¬ 
tifully articulate the melancholia 
of this existential crime drama. 

High art and politics 

The festival also takes notice of 
the achievement of Asians in the 
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area of high art. Peter Rosen’s First 
Person Singular: I.M. Pei (U.S., 
1997) lets the architect who reno¬ 
vated the Louvre tell his life story in 
his own words. Hiro Narita’s Isamu 
Noguchi: Stones and Paper (U.S., 
1997) situates the artist in a variety 
of settings — as a student of Bran¬ 
cusi in Paris, as part of the New 
York avant garde, alone in his stu¬ 
dio in Japan. Noguchi described 
himself as one of “that increasing 
number of not-exactly-beionging 
people,” and this documentary 
shows how he turned the freedom 
that phrase suggests into lasting art. 

. Less artful, and only intermit¬ 
tently successful, is aging enfant 
terrible Quentin Lee and Justin 
Lin’s Shopping for Fangs (Cana- 
da/U.S., 1997). This uneasy mix of 
genres — werewolves, urban 
crime, comedy, and obsession — 
culminates in an amusing John 
Woo-style standoff between a 
Brigitte Lin lookalike in blond wig 
and sunglasses and a murderous, 
pumped-up thug. 

On a more political note are 
works like Antonio A. Montanari, 
Jr.’s U.S.A. vs. Tokyo Rose (U.S., 

1995) , which shows how one of 
America’s mythical monsters was 
railroaded; and Janet Gardner’s A 
World Beneath the War (U.S., 

1996) , a chilling Vietnam War 
documentary that uses recently 
unearthed footage from North 
Vietnam showing the survival 
strategies of villagers in one of the 
world’s poorest, most beleaguered 
countries. 

Political consciousness also 
permeates the work of Jang Sun 
Woo, a Korean director who war¬ 
rants wider exposure. The stand¬ 
out in the six-film retrospective in 
this festival is his most recent 
work, A Petal (Korea, 1996). Jang 
is unnerving in his refusal to soft¬ 
en the events he describes, which

are based on a 1980 massacre of 
civilian protesters by the Korean 
government. He starts with 
graphic documentary footage 
from this episode, then switches 
to the grim tale of an unnamed 
15-year-old girl (Jung Hyun) who 
somehow extricates herself from 
the piles of dead bodies, only to be 
raped repeatedly by a laborer. The 


director connects her fate with 
that of Korea in a series of har¬ 
rowing scenes, and expands the 
dramatic dimension by including 
animated sequences. Jang Sun 
Woo’s is one of many voices cele¬ 
brated in this festival that isn’t 
likely to be heard elsewhere. Like 
the others here, it’s a voice that de¬ 
serves to be heard. ▼

Fabulous desecrations 


Showqueens sully the classics

verything about the musi- 
|P§ cal revue Dirty Little Show- 
Jfei tunes makes this perhaps 
the gayest show ever to play San 
Francisco, All the great queer 
stereotypes are hauled out for 
laughs by Seattle lyricist Tom Orr, 
everything from leather daddies 
and drag queens to rainbow flags 
and pubic lice. But the real clinch¬ 
er is this: every song is a newly re¬ 
tooled Broadway showtune. 
Things just can’t get any gayer 
without imploding and exploding 
simultaneously. 

Lyricist Orr, who also heads 
the all-male cast of six, knows his 
showtunes. Endless Broadway in¬ 
sider jokes make this a 
showqueen’s delight, though the 
show’s great triumph is that even 
the non-Broadway enthusiasts — 
all 12 of you — will find plenty to 
laugh about in Dirty's lampoon¬ 
ing of gay life, all of which has 
been directed with great verve by 
Allen Sawyer and John F. Karr. 

The first act is comprised of she 
men singing about all things gay. 
Two pajama-clad lovers (a la The 
Pajama Game) croon their ver¬ 
sion of Disney’s “A Whole New 
World” called “A Perfect World,” 
in which families love and sup¬ 
port their gay and lesbian chil¬ 
dren’s relationships and even 
grandma has nice things to say 
about them. Then, the recently 
separated Bob and Rod Jackson- 
Paris get creamed in a new version 
of an Irving Berlin number reti¬ 
tled, “Mr. Monogamy.” Divas Judy 
and Barbra are, of course, includ¬ 
ed in the fun, but in an interesting 
way. What was written as a duet 
for Lynette “Squeaky” Fromme 
and John Hinckley, Jr. in Sond¬ 
heim’s Assassins becomes a hilari¬ 
ous plea for the love of Jason 
Gould and Joey Luft — the sons 
of Barbra and Judy respectively — 
called “I Am Unworthy of Your 
Son.” 

“Fugue for Tinhorns” from 
Guys and Dolls becomes a paean 
to porn for a trio and A Chorus 
Line's “At the Ballet” becomes a 
tender reminiscence called “At the 
Bathhouse.” Bye-Bye Birdie's won¬ 
derful “Telephone Song” is a clev¬ 
erly staged tangle of phone-sex 
participants and, in one of the 
show’s best numbers, “Over the

Rainbow” becomes an anti-rain¬ 
bow anthem. “Somewhat over the 
rainbow, lambdas too,” croons the 
capitalism-saturated queer. The 
meaning of the pink triangle has 
been lost, he insists. “How do key 
chains and beach towels link to 
the Holocaust?” 

Orr and his cast-mates — 
Birdie-Bob Watt, Trauma Flint- 


stone, David Bicha, Eric Brizee, 
and Randy Wendelin — really get 
going early in the second act, 
when the drag queens (Watt, 
Flintstone, and Bicha) battle over 
turf with the leather daddies (Orr, 
Brizee, and Wendelin). The duel 
leads to— you guessed it — “The 
Rumble” from West Side Story, 
then speeds into the peace-mak¬ 
ing process with an altered num¬ 
ber from Oklahoma! called “The 
Leatherman and the Drag Queen 
Should Be Friends.” 

With the deft musical direc¬ 
tion and piano accompaniment of 
Scrumbly Koldewyn, the hand¬ 
some and nicely appointed set by 
Dana Peter Porras, and the hu¬ 
morous if not terribly challenging 
choreography by Ney Fonseca, the 
evening is first-class all the way. 
Some showtune aficionados may 
grumble about their sacred art 
being desecrated by the rabble- 
rousing homos, but it’s all in good 
fun and proves the veracity of the 
old adage that there’s no queen 
like a showqueen. T

Black & white together

F or about 15 minutes early in 
1967, it seemed possible, at 
least to an astonishingly 
naive gang of civil rights and 
anti-war activists, that racism was 
on the verge of being overcome. 

Of course, this was two years be¬ 
fore Stonewall, so equal rights for 
gays and lesbians wasn’t in that 
idealistic picture. Women were 
excluded as well, and told that 
our only position in the revolu- I 
tion was prone (presumably the 
boys meant supine, but prone is 
what they said), so I’m not sug¬ 
gesting that Nirvana was in the 
offing. But it seemed that a real 
effort was being made to reach across generations of color bound¬ 
aries. A few months later, Dr. King was murdered, America’s cities ex¬ 
ploded in rage, and the chance for a peaceful meeting was lost. 

Thirty years later, a generation later, the opinions of certain 
Proposition 209 supporters to the contrary notwithstanding, 
racism continues to destroy the haters and the rest of us. It would 
seem, given our own history of being discriminated against based 
on sexual orientation or gender, that lesbians at least would be able 
to get past racism. Would that it were so. In an effort to address the 
very real issues around racism in the lesbian communities, Luna 
Sea Women’s Performance Project is presenting Skin: The Black and 
White of It, an original production of dance, music and theatre 
pieces written and performed by a company of African-American 
and white women. The short songs, dances, and scenes performed 
in Skin reflect the experiences around racism of the writers and per¬ 
formers. In short, it is real life made theatrical. 

Rhodessa Jones (pictured), co-director of Skin, is a 48-year-old 
actor, dancer, singer, writer, and teacher. Her work with incarcerat¬ 
ed women in The Medea Project several years ago brought the sto¬ 
ries of these women to the attention of audiences world-wide. Jones 
sees her ability “to hone work based on disparate women’s real lives” 
as a real plus on this particular project “My expertise,” she says,“lies 
in politicizing the work.” 

The women involved in this project are considerably younger 
than Jones and she is constantly asking them, “Do you know that 
people fought and died for you so that you could be on stage 
tonight talking about your love for women?” Jones wants to give 
“space to young people to experiment, to find ways to change this 
world. We have to be mindful of younger people,” she says. “They’re 
from the future.” ▼

Thick Description's 'Blade to the Heat'

T here’s an Academy Award- 
nominated documentary 
about Muhammed Ali and 
the world of boxing in theaters 
right now which just happens to 
coincide with the appearance of 
an award-winning play about a 
gay boxer in the 1950s. The play, 
by Oliver Mayer, is called Blade to 
the Heat, a suitably pulpy title for 
its meaty subject matter, but per¬ 
haps a more timely title might be 
When We Were Queens. 

This production of Blade by 
Thick Description — a theater 
company of reliable edginess (The 
America Play, Santos & Santos) — 
is masterful in its technique, even 
if it comes up a little short in its 
final one-two punch. Playwright 
Mayer ultimately lets down his ac¬ 
tors and production team as the 
play’s second act slowly sinks into 
maudlin, pretentiously arty ver¬ 
bosity. As directed by Tony Kelly, 
though, Blade to the Heat has a 
crafty energy that keeps interest 
level high even if the play goes 
down for the count. 

In one corner of this drama is 
Pedro Quinn (Joseph Pacheco 
Ponce), a young up-and-comer 
trying to make it in the competi¬ 
tive world of Los Angeles boxing 
in 1959. In addition to being Mex- 
ican-American, Pedro is also a ho¬ 
mosexual. In the other corner is 
Mantequilla Decima (L. Peter 
Callender), a fiercely proud 
Cuban boxer whose cockiness and 
fiery pride have made him cham¬ 
pion. When Quinn dethrones 
Decima, trouble follows in the 


form of self-interested boxer and 
troublemaker Wilfred Vinal (Noel 
Benoza), who raises the flag of 
“faggot” while in the ring with 
Decima. Vinal’s accusations — 
created only to mess with the 
minds of his opponents and pro¬ 
pel his own career — don’t stick 
to Decima, but with the impres¬ 
sionable Quinn it’s another story. 

Quinn’s emergence as a cham¬ 
pion coincides with his emer¬ 
gence as a sexual being. The 
boxer’s attraction to Garnet (Col- 
man Domingo), a gay man who 
impersonates Jackie Wilson for a 
living, provides Blade to the Heat 
with its most intriguing dramatic 
elements. Garnet’s occasional 
Jackie Wilson performances and 
his gradual romance with the 
enigmatic Quinn keep this play 
from becoming just another fag¬ 
bashing athletic tale. 

Before the play becomes over¬ 
loaded with symbolism about 
dead dogs and loneliness, Mayer’s 
script is interesting and insightful. 
Quinn tries to describe the sensa¬ 
tion of fighting in the ring to Gar¬ 
net, who is new to the world of 
boxing, if not the world of vio¬ 
lence: “It’s weird getting hit. You 
feel so alive. That’s the thing. It 
doesn’t last.” There are also 
glimpses into the tortured psyche 
of the gay boxer when the slimy 
Vinal points out that a closet case 
loves the fight because of the 
physical proximity to another 
sweaty man all the while receiving 
a battering punishment for being 
attracted to that sweaty man. 

Blade’s cast is uniformly 
strong, offering full-blooded in¬ 
terpretations of characters that

Louis A. Botto 

1951-1997 

L ouis A. Botto, founder and artis¬ 
tic director of the male vocal en¬ 
semble Chanticleer, died last 
week of AIDS-related causes at his 
home in San Francisco. He was 45. 

A tenor who sang with the ensem¬ 
ble from its earliest days in 1978 until 
1989, Botto was widely recognized as 
a leader in the field of choral music. 

With Chanticleer, he created the only full-time classical ensemble in 
the US. today and helped elevate a cappella ensemble singing to a 
high level of professional and artistic achievement. In June 1996, he 
received the prestigious Michael Korn Founder’s Award from Cho¬ 
rus America in recognition of his contributions to choral music. 

Mr. Botto formed Chanticleer in 1978 when he realized that the 
group of friends he brought together to sing Renaissance music was 
of professional caliber. He convinced the group to perform their 
first public concert at Mission Dolores that summer. Within a few 
years, Chanticleer was touring the country, earning a loyal follow¬ 
ing and capturing the attention of both flinders and presenters. 
Today, Chanticleer performs over 100 concerts annually across the 
U.S. and abroad and records exclusively for Teldec Classics Inter¬ 
national. 

A native of Texas, Mr. Botto went to San Antonio College and 
graduated from Incarnate Word College in San Antonio. While in 
Texas he directed and acted in the First Repertory Company of San 
Antonio, in addition to opening and running a health food store 
and restaurant. He did post-graduate work in musicology at the 
University of Texas in Austin before moving to the Bay Area in 1975 
to earn his Masters of Music degree from Dominican College in 
San Rafael. 

Mr. Botto will be remembered by the many singers, audience 
members, music lovers, and friends whose lives he has enriched. He 
is survived by his loving mother, Edythe K. Botto, of San Antonio; 
his partner, Eric Reiner; Sammy, their dog; his dear friends Dr. 
Janna Blanchard, Lupe Cantu, Marie Ueda, Dr. Bert Dieringer, 
Karen Toothman; and many others.

could too easily become stereo¬ 
types. Pacheco Ponce’s fragile but 
brutal Quinn is at once isolated in 
his emotional shell and stinging 
when he’s pushed to lash out at 
the world. Domingo’s sassy Gar¬ 
net delivers some spot-on Jackie 
Wilson moves and emerges as the 
play’s only emotionally indepen¬ 
dent soul. Everyone else is too 
wrapped up in the brutality of the 
sport to see the forest through the 
trees. 

The non-human star of the 
production is Richard Olmsted’s 


brilliant set, which transforms the 
boxy theater into a brightly lit 
boxing ring. Kelly uses the ring 
beautifully to orchestrate conver¬ 
sations, often keeping one person 
in the ring while the other paces 
around it, thus forging a dynamic 
tension that keeps characters siz¬ 
ing one another up like sparring 
partners. 

Kelly has directed his boxers to 
accentuate the eroticism of box¬ 
ing, but this tango machismo isn’t 
enough to make the drama add 
up to anything meaningful. By 


play’s end, when one of the box¬ 
ers lies dead in the ring, the work 
has wandered far afield of what 
initially made it interesting. 

Blade to the Heat may not be a 
knockout, but with a great cast, an 
intriguing take on a familiar 
sport, and some fascinating mo¬ 
ments, it does score a solid hit. ▼

J. Karla Lemon vies for conductorship

T here is a palpable air of con¬ 
test in this season’s concerts 
of The Women’s Philhar¬ 
monic. The conductors of its 
three subscription concerts are 
candidates for the position of 
Artistic Director/Conductor, to be 
filled at season’s end. At Herbst 
Theatre Saturday, it was contes¬ 
tant J. Karla Lemon’s turn at the 
helm. (Her competitors are Oda- 
line de la Martinez and Apo Hsu.) 
Lemon is Music Director of the 
Stanford Symphony and a fre¬ 
quent visitor to other Bay Area 
podiums. Her program Saturday 
demonstrated her range as an in¬ 
terpretive musician. 

Impressive as the program 
was, it intermittently caused 
something like auditory whiplash. 
Pieces of startlingly different 
character followed one another in 
a sequence clearly calculated to 
win over, then challenge, then 
soothe and reassure its audience. 
Lemon gave her listeners so much 
to think about, it was hard to 
know what to think. 

What did become clear over 
the course of this solidly executed 
concert, however, was Lemon’s 
ability to illuminate musical 
structures and clarify textures. 
What sometimes seemed missing 
was an appreciation of the music’s 
more sensual aspects. Competi¬ 
tions have a way of doing that to 
music. 


Min Xiao-Fen 


Lemon imbued the American 
premiere of Hilary Tann’s 1994 
“With the heather and small 
birds” with a straight-ahead vigor 
that mined the piece for its color 
and energy but played down the 
naivete of its orchestration. (Tann 
excels at children’s piano music.) 


After a long musical digression 
that took listeners across three 
centuries and as many cultures, 
the concert closed with the Amer¬ 
ican premiere of French compos¬ 
er Melanie Bonis’ 1898 “Suite en 
forme de valses.” The three-move¬ 
ment charmer by this prolific if

little-known student of C£sar 
Franck proposes three waltzes of 
a highly individual character 
evoked with an orchestral palette 
as individual and savory as Tann’s 
is monochromatic. The orchestra 
played it affectionately. 

Still, it was hard to get one’s 
ears around “Ballabile,” its first 
and quite possibly most distinc¬ 
tive movement. Bonis’ safe, solid, 
if adventurous harmonies sound¬ 
ed odd, even sour in the wake of 
the concert’s most aggressively 


modernist offering, “Verblendun- 
gen,” Finnish composer Kaija 
Saariaho’s noisy, early-’80s one- 
two punch for orchestra and 
computer-generated tape. 

“Verblendungen” so successful¬ 
ly blends live orchestral sound 
with taped content that an audito¬ 
ry integrity does emerge from the 
barrage of sounds, even on a first 
hearing. Lemon led her players in 
a fearless, wonderfully committed 
performance that re-affirmed the

SF Symphony wins 
fourth Grammy

| n the weeks following the San 

Francisco Symphony musi- 
'i dans’ strike, it has been grati¬ 
fying to note that there is no ob¬ 
vious lingering resentment be¬ 
tween players and management. 
The concerts have been excep¬ 
tionally satisfying, and everyone 
appears glad to be back to work. 

Disappointment over the Can- 
n t£FT&'RcfhW a’fllahhed recording 
of Stravinsky’s “Persephone,” per¬ 
formed several weeks ago, was 
mitigated last week when it was 
announced that the Symphony 
won a Grammy Award in the Best 
Orchestral Performance category 
for “Scenes from Prokofiev’s 
Romeo & Juliet,” in a new 
arrangement by Michael Tilson 
Thomas. The record, distributed 
on the RCA Red Seal label, marks 
the fourth Grammy for the SF 
Symphony and the first under 
Tilson Thomas. 

The big news two weeks ago 
was the return of guest conductor 
Roger Norrington to the podium 
for an all-Mozart program. It has 
been two years since Norrington’s 
last visit, and while I was hardly 
eager to see him again, I must 
confess to a certain admiration for 
his meticulous performance prac¬ 
tice and selfless stage presence. 

As founder of the London 
Classical Players (in 1978), Nor¬ 
rington became one of the earli¬ 
est and most influential of the 
“historical performance” advo¬ 
cates. We are in his debt for clear¬ 
ing away years of accumulated in¬ 
accuracies. Still, I remain one of 
those heretics who prefers a more 
burnished approach to Mozart, so 
I’m happy to report that the Sym¬ 
phony No. 36 and Serenade No. 9 
were performed on modern in¬ 
struments. 

Last week, in what turned out 
to be the most exciting perfor¬ 
mance since the players returned 
to work, John Adams conducted a 
stunning reappraisal of his choral 
blockbuster Harmonium , which 
was commissioned by the SFS in 
1980, premiered here under Edo 
de Waart in 1981, and ignored in 
the intervening 13 years. Al¬ 
though previously recorded by de 
Waart (on ECM) and by Robert 
Shaw (on Teldec), Adams will lead 
what is presumably the definitive 
performance for Nonesuch dur¬ 


ing recording sessions at Davies in 
early March. 

Adams has enjoyed an enviable 
success with the San Francisco 
Symphony. In 1979, he was ap¬ 
pointed New Music Advisor to 
then-SFS Music Director Edo de 
Waart. Together the two formed 
the New and Unusual Music Se¬ 
ries, which was unquestionably 
one of the most important con¬ 
temporary music forums ever 
conceived on the West Coast. 
Then, in 1980, Adams was named 
San Francisco Symphony Com- 
poser-in-Residence, a position he 
kept for five years and in which he 
flourished. It was during this time 
that Adams’ testing of the limits of 
minimalism became so famous, 
even Esquire got on the Adams 
bandwagon by adding his name 
to the list of most influential 
Americans under the age of forty. 
Memory of that distinction may 
have floated back into the com¬ 
poser’s . consciousness at last 
Thursday’s matinee performance, 
when, in honor of his 50th birth¬ 
day, the musicians, Symphony 
President Nancy Bechtle, and 
Symphony Chorus Director 
Vance George sang an onstage 
birthday tribute to the composer. 

As a major player in the heady 
world of contemporary music, 
Adams is one composer who is 
capable of writing cross-over 
music that appeals to both so¬ 
phisticates and pop listeners. He 
is also one heck of an orchestra- 
tor. Last week, in addition to his 
Harmonium, Adams led the first 
U.S. performances of his orches¬ 
tration of Debussy’s Le Livre de 
Baudelaire. Soprano Barbara 
Bonney performed the vocal part, 
while actress Claire Bloom spoke 
the text. The results were strange¬ 
ly flat. Bloom was ill-advised to 
read in the original French, as her 
accent proved surprisingly poor. 
Bonney’s bright, often rapid so¬ 
prano, however, proved quite 
charming. 

Adams gave a thrilling account 
of his Harmonium, in which the 
astute listener can detect a clear 
admiration for the transparent 
textures of Ravel and Debussy. 
The Symphony Chorus under 
Vance George dispatched its part 
with style to spare. The new 
recording should be a smashing 
success, a happy celebration of the 
musicians’ return to Davies Hall 
after so many weeks apart. ▼

ussia in Black and White: The 
Photojournalism of Yevgeny 
Im Khaldei is a powerful exhibit of a 
life’s work chronicling the history of 
this bloody century. Born in a Jewish 
shtetl the year of the Bolshevik Revo¬ 
lution, his mother killed in a pogrom 
when he was one, Khaldei went on to 
become the foremost Russian combat 
photographer of World War II. The ex¬ 
hibit at the Jewish Museum/SF spans 
five decades from his Socialist Realist 
photos of the ’30s on, but Khaldei’s 
war pictures are its core. His Raising 
the Red Flag Over the Reichstag, Berlin, 
May 2, 1945 is as iconic for its era as 
Joe Rosenthal’s image of Marines rais¬ 
ing the US flag at Iwo Jima. 

In March he will turn 80, but in 
person Yevgeny Khaldei is full of 
youthful spunk and lively humor. At 
the press conference with curator Joan 
Perlman prior to his opening, he held 
up favorite prints and told stories, 
through an interpreter, about pho¬ 
tographing Goering at the Nuremberg 
Trials, and coercing Stalin, Truman 
and Churchill into group poses at the 
Potsdam Conference. He spoke mov¬ 
ingly about photographing Jewish sur¬ 
vivors in the Budapest Ghetto still 
wearing yellow Stars of David after the 
city was liberated by the Allies. “Be¬ 
cause I wore a leather coat, they feared 
me, thinking I was SS,” he said. “When 
I said, ‘Shalom’ and told them I was 
Jewish, they cried” in relief. 

Though he was a wartime hero, 
Khaldei was the target of anti-Semitic 
purges by the postwar Soviets, thrown 
out of Jobs at the news agency Tass 
and the newspaper Pravda. Recently 
he has received belated international 
attention, a medal from the French 
Ministry of Culture, and exhibitions 
like this one. Walking through it is a 
vivid communion with 20th-century 
history. ▼

Chaos theories

A Crisis of Meaning: How Gay 
Men Are Making Sense of AIDS 
by Stephen Schwartzberg; Oxford 
University Press, $25 

Crisis of Meaning isn’t just 
about making sense of 
AIDS but making sense of 
life. It describes walking the 
tightrope between hope and illu¬ 
sion, grief and despair, and calls 
for moderation in all things, even 
the search for truth, admitting 
that we live within a series of 
paradoxes that are sometimes best 
not looked at too closely. 

In cracking open a window, 
author and psychotherapist 
Stephen Schwartzberg has illumi¬ 
nated the whole house: his inves¬ 
tigations of how 19 gay men have 
adapted to the AIDS epidemic 
and to their own positive HIV sta¬ 
tus engages what many of us — 
gay or not, positive or not — 
confront as we attempt to invest 
our lives with meaning. 

How does one make sense of 
life when almost every expecta¬ 
tion is shattered, when much of 
what mattered is no longer rele¬ 
vant, when simply moving from 
day to day can be unbearably 
painful? What we believe ought to 
happen can be shattered in an in¬ 
stant with a positive test result or 
over a period of years with the ac¬ 
cumulated grief and numbness of 
too many deaths. As Schwartzberg 
writes, “...we face a profound crisis 
of meaning: how we previously 
made sense of the world is no 
longer valid or useful. And this is 
the central challenge of trauma —- 
to reestablish life’s meaning in a 
dramatically changed world.” 

To describe how his 19 subjects 
have adapted to life in the era of 
AIDS, Schwartzberg divides them 
into four styles of adaptation: 
transformation, in which his sub¬ 
jects make positive steps toward 
growth, often in surprising new 
directions; rupture, in which life 
has become meaningless and ag¬ 
onizing; camouflage, where peo¬ 
ple cling to irrational belief sys¬ 
tems that separate the individual 
from the community, thus ward¬ 
ing off the enormity of AIDS; and 
impassivity, in which people claim 
to be unaffected and indifferent. 
It may seem odd to put the most 
positive adaptation first, but 
Schwartzberg wants to make clear 
that these adaptations are not 
stages of growth; people won’t 
steadily progress from one step to 
another. 

There is, however, washover 
between the groups, and certainly 
movement between them. Those 
who were “ruptured” may “trans¬ 
form,” and perhaps the “camou¬ 
flage” people can’t keep up the 
self-deception and will move on 
to either “rupture” or “transfor¬ 
mation.” Schwartzberg seems 
most mystified by the impassive 
group, concluding that these men 
are simply detached, and AIDS 
won’t change them. 

Schwartzberg debunks the 
“stage” theory of how people deal 
with loss, examines how punish¬ 
ment and contamination scenarios 
can establish (negative) meaning, 
and maintains that the most psy¬ 
chologically healthy response 
might be rewriting the narrative. 
He says there is value in not always 
facing life’s challenges head-on: 
“We respond to an impending 
threat with a fierce attack,” 
Schwartzberg writes. “Sometimes 
this frontal attack works ... but 
often it only worsens the situation. 
The cloak of our defenses, or our 


fear, anger or maladaptive behav¬ 
ior, gets wrapped tighter. The hard¬ 
er we try to fight something, the 
more we may end up in its grip.” 

This “self-help” book offers no 
easy answers; even as 
Schwartzberg recommends an oc¬ 
casional retreat from reality, he 
hopes the retrenchment will offer 
a new road toward growth. In this, 
he’s refreshing: while he affirms 
everyone’s right to his own de¬ 
fenses, he isn’t afraid to say that 
some people get more out of life 
than others. Schwartzberg walks 
his own tightrope — he believes 
that in large part we aren’t re¬ 
sponsible for our own destiny, but 
we are responsible for how we in¬ 
terpret and make use of what has 
happened to us. 

Unfortunately, because 
Schwartzberg is focusing so ex¬ 
plicitly on adaptations and beliefs, 
the men who embody those be¬ 
liefs don’t really come alive. He’s 
also undercut by his own honesty: 
as he illustrates the nuances of the 
adaptations and the slippage from 
one group to another, he uses the 
same quotes again and again, each 
time viewed from a different 
angle. This paints a more complex 
portrait, but the echo intrudes on 
the emotional impact; we can’t get

importance of this orchestra on 
the Bay Area’s increasingly impov¬ 
erished new-music scene. The au¬ 
dience took it like brave patients 
undergoing a particularly aggres¬ 
sive teeth cleaning. 

The concert’s unambiguous 
crowd-pleaser was a set of string- 
ensemble excerpts from the can¬ 
tatas of Camilla de Rossi — su¬ 
perb early 18th-century music, 
some of which The Women’s Phil¬ 
harmonic has already performed 
and recorded, some of which was 
being performed for the first time 
in 300 years at Herbst Theatre 
Saturday night. The pieces were 
delightful, even if Lemon’s sole 
concession to historical perfor¬ 
mance practice meant that violin¬ 
ists and violists stood while play¬ 
ing, as if imitating a European 
Baroque band. I kept waiting for

away from the realization that 
what we are allowed to see has 
been filtered through 
Schwartzberg’s eyes. A strong 
writer, he could have opened and 
closed each section with interpre¬ 
tation and then let the stories 
stand alone. 

Schwartzberg raises vital ques¬ 
tions, offers hard advice, and will 
likely enrage as many readers as 
he enlightens. We are perhaps at 
our most human when we try to 
wrest meaning from disillusion¬ 
ment, and Schwartzberg is mas¬ 
terful at exploring how the search 
for individual meaning inter¬ 
twines with community affilia¬ 
tion, concern, and activism. 
Books like these, which struggle to 
tell the truth, prod us forward 
whether we want to go or not. T 


the KDFC announcer to intone, 
“Suite from Camilla de Rossi’s

The concert peaked with a rav¬ 
ishing account of Bun-Ching 
Lam’s 1994 “Sudden Thunder,” a 
fascinating composition for or¬ 
chestra and solo pipa, the Chinese 
lute.

Auspicious debut

Hallucinating Foucault by 
Patricia Duncker; Eco Press, $21 

S ometimes you stumble upon 
a book by an author you’ve 
never heard of and are im¬ 
mediately seduced. Such was the 
case with Patricia Duncker’s Hal¬ 
lucinating Foucault, which I dis¬ 
covered last week on the new 
books table at A Different Light 
Bookstore. Duncker was born in 
the West Indies, educated in 
England, and teaches feminist 
theory in Wales. This is her first novel. 

Hallucinating Foucault lives up to its strange title and snazzy 
cover, and (fortunately) has almost nothing to do with the late 
French philosopher Foucault. The story centers on an earnest 
young Englishman who is writing his dissertation on a certain “Paul 
Michel,” an iconoclastic homosexual French novelist who goes 
completely mad after winning the Prix Concourt. The plot is a map 
of matching obsessions — a Foucauldian triangulation of Eros, 
madness and literature. It’s also quite charming, if a bit neat in its 
conclusion. In short, this is a small, chiseled gem of a first novel.

On This Site: Landscape in Memo- 
riam by Joel Sternfeld; Chronicle 
Books, $27.50 paper; $45 hard¬ 
cover 

T he infamous Stonewall Inn 
is a sacred site, a building 
where push came to shove 
and history was made. But in the 
1994 photograph of the building 
in On This Site, Joel Sternfeld’s 
curiously affecting new book, the 
structure seems both ordinary 
and haunted. The nighttime view 
shows the bar’s window decorat¬ 
ed for Valentine’s Day, the red 
neon sign lending the place a 
warm glow. Twenty-five years 
after its triumphant moment, it’s 
just a place that knowledge infus¬ 
es with history — but one that 
could easily be overlooked. 

Sternfeld, widely known for' 
his culturally insightful landscape 
images, photographed dozens of 
such charged-yet-invisible loca¬ 
tions. In a crisp luminous style, he 
revisits the Los Angeles intersec¬ 
tion where the riots began after 
the 1992 Rodney King verdict; the 
rubble of the Branch Davidian 
compound in Waco, Texas; the 
Florida abortion clinic where Dr. 


David Gunn was shot and killed 
by a right-to-lifer; Dan White’s 
former office; and other locations 
touched by high-profile violence. 

Each full-page color image is 
captioned with matter-of-fact in¬ 
formation regarding the crime or 
injustice that occurred there. “At 
hearings held in this room in Au¬ 
gust 1983, the American Associa¬ 
tion of Blood Banks and the Food 
and Drug Administration reject¬ 
ed evidence that AIDS might be 
transmitted by blood transfu¬ 
sions,” reads the text facing a pic¬ 
ture of an eerily calm courtroom. 
Though the image itself is benign, 
it generates waves of emotion in 
the right viewer. 

On the surface, the book seems 
like a macabre road trip across 
America. But Sternfeld’s rich 
color images are too beautiful, his 
intentions too thoughtful, to ap¬ 
peal to those who might take a 
kitschy Grave Line Tour of Holly¬ 
wood death sites. This unlikely 
coffee-table classic instead is filled 
with elegant reminders of horrif¬ 
ic acts. “Each tragedy demands its 
own remembrance. Each of them 
is ours,” Sternfeld writes in his af¬ 
terword. It’s a well-illustrated 
idea, and one that many of us 
know intimately. Sternfeld makes 
it visually resonant. T
